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Appendix A: Cemetery Records 1 

The records that follow are far from complete. Due to a long and diligent process of 
finding forgotten cemeteries and recovering gravesites, those of Gibson County, Indiana 
are as close to complete has humanly possible at this point in time. But graveyards are 
often lost, neglected and vandalized. As a result, in most localities a small fraction of 
final resting places are currently known. This is fertile ground for anyone wishing to add 
to what is known about this Malone clan, as many of them ventured to spread out from 
Owensville, Indiana without straying too far from home. Most settled elsewhere in the 
Lower Wabash River Valley. The following lists are sorted alphabetically by state, 
county, cemetery, last name, first name. Those in italic type are not known to be directly 
related to James Malone, Senior or John Malone, Junior, or their children. That doesn't 
mean they aren't part of our clan; only that the connection has yet to be found:

In History of Gibson County, Indiana (Stormont), their son Hugh and his wife, Nancy are 
said to have migrated to Kansas in 1872.

The earliest court record for any Gibson County Malone is the following case, which is 
found in the transcriptions of the Gibson County Court of Common Pleas found at 
Princeton Library. It was tried on Monday, 10 Jun 1816: 

"United States v James Malone" 
Indictment for assault & battery" 

"The defendant appeared in his proper person and plead "not guilty" and 
therefore came the attorney prosecuting the plea. Also, and thereupon came a 
Jury, to wit: Allan Emmerson, Willis Alsop, Ruben Emmerson, William Archer, 
William Cotton, Nicholas Decker, Booker Shields, John Johnston, James 
McKiddy, Thomas Hawkins, Ruben Alsop, & Francis Jourdan, twelve good and 
lawful men who after having been sworn returned to the room and returned into 
court the following verdict of 'We of the jury find the defendant 'Guilty. ' 

"Ruben Emmerson, foreman 

"Whereupon an motion by the prosecuting attorney for sentence to be 
pronounced upon the defendant. " The defendant being asked if he had anything 
further too alledge why sentence should not be pronounced upon him says he has 
nothing further to alledge. " Whereupon it is considered by the court that the 
defendant pay a fine of fifty dollars to the use of Gibson County together with 
costs of court and stand committed till fine and costs are paid. 

"United states y James Malone 
"Indictment for assault & battery 

"The attorney prosecuting the pleas comes and says that he will no further 

prosecute this . Therefore it is considered by the court that the defendant go 

home without delay. " 

This is the earliest record discovered that establishes that either brother was in Gibson 
County and is found in an early summary of cases heard in the Gibson County Court of 
Common Pleas. It is assumed that there were two assault and battery cases against James 
and that the second case was dropped upon conviction of the first offense.

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Appendix P: News Articles 

It appears the first daily newspaper in Owensville, Gibson County, Indiana started in 
1872. This assumption is based upon the book, A True Record of the marriages, deaths, 
accidents, fires, storms, etc. of Owensville and its vicinity since 1872, W. W. Smith, 
1910. 

Princeton, Indiana had newspapers considerably before that, with at least one known 
advertisement about James Malone, Senior having been published in 1856. 



In Crawford County, Illinois, where James Senior's son Alfred lived with his family, the 
Yellow Jacket: Ruralist was published at least as early as 1856, which later became the 
Crawford Banner in 1859 and then the Yellow Jacket in 1860. It would seem that it was 
about 30 years later before a newspaper was again published in Crawford County. 64 In 
White County, Illinois, the pickings are even more sparse, with the Crossville Journal 
only available in 1929, and no paper for Phillipstown (our clan initially settled in 
Phillipstown, eventually spreading to Crossville and later to Grayville) . Carmi and 
Grayville had fragmentary coverage after 1862 for the former and 1852 for the latter.

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1 890 CENSUS VETERANS SCHEDULES 

Veterans Schedules are not available for Illinois and Indiana, the state of residence of 
most of our veterans. Brothers Thomas Jefferson and Joseph are likely living in 
Missouri, Kansas or Nebraska at the time, yet neither of them appears in the Veterans 
Schedules for those states. Benjamin Franklin Malone and sons John H. Malone and 
Horace W. Malone are likely in Missouri at that time, but no records for them were found 
in the 1890 Veteran's Census. Alexander Malone was likely living in Union County, 
Kentucky at the time of the 1890 Census, but no Veterans Schedules exist for Union 
County in that Census. 
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Regimental Histories 

The following are the official regimental histories for the regiments in which the above 
listed individuals served. All are taken from reports of the Adjutant Generals of the states 
of Illinois, Indiana and Missouri, printed circa 1866 and 1867, and from the Civil War 
Archive (www.civilwararchive.com): 

Illinois 61 st Regiment Infantry 

"Organized at Carrollton, III, and mustered in February 5, 1862. Moved to Benton 
Barracks, Mo., February 21, and duty there until March 26. Moved to Pittsburg Landing, 
Tenn., March 26-30. Attached to 2nd Brigade, 6th Division, Army of the Tennessee, to 
April, 1862. 1st Brigade, 3rd Division, Army Tennessee, to July, 1862. 3rd Brigade, 1st 
Division, District of Jackson, Tenn., to September, 1862. Unattached, District of Jackson, 
Tenn., to November, 1862. Post of Bolivar, District of Jackson, Tenn., 13th Army Corps 
(Old), Dept. of the Tennessee, to December, 1862. Post of Bolivar, District of Jackson, 
16th Army Corps, to March, 1863. 1st Brigade, 3rd Division, 16th Army Corps, to May, 

1863. 1st Brigade, Kimball's Provisional Division, 16th Army Corps, to July, 1863. 1st 
Brigade, Kimball's Division, District of Eastern Arkansas, to August, 1863. 1st Brigade, 
2nd Division, Arkansas Expedition, to November, 1863. 3rd Brigade, 2nd Division, 
Arkansas Expedition, to January, 1864. 3rd Brigade, 2nd Division, 7th Army Corps, 
Dept. of Arkansas, to May, 1864. 1st Brigade, 2nd Division, 7th Army Corps, August, 

1864. Veteran furlough, Dept. of Missouri, October-November, 1864. Veterans. 1st 
Brigade, Nashville and Chattanooga R. R., Dept. of the Cumberland, to February, 1865. 
Veterans, Unattached, 4th Division, 20th Army Corps, Dept. of the Cumberland, to 
March, 1865. 2nd Sub-District, Middle Tennessee, Dept. of the Cumberland, to 
September, 1865." 

SERVICE.— Battle ofShiloh, Tenn., April 6-7, 1862. Advance on and siege of Corinth, 
Miss., April 29-May 30. Moved to Bethel, thence to Jackson and Bolivar, Tenn., June 6- 
17. Duty at Bolivar until May, 1863. March to support of Rosecrans, at Iuka, Miss., 
September 16-22: 1862. Grant's Central Mississippi Campaign. Operations against 
Forest, in West Tennessee, December 18, 1862-January 3, 1863. Action at Salem 
Cemetery, near Jackson, December 19, 1862. Moved to Memphis, Tenn., thence to 
Vicksburg, Miss., May 31 -June 3, 1863 Expedition up the Yazoo to Satartia June 2.8. 
Action at Satartia, Mechanicsburg, June 4 Moved to Haines'. Bluff June 6. Siege of 
Vicksburg Miss., June 9- July 4. Moved to Black River Bridge July 17, thence to Helena, 
Ark., July 27-31. Steele's Expedition against Little Rock, Ark, August 1 -September 10. 
Bayou Fourche and capture of Little Rock September 19. Duty at Little Rock and 
Duvall's Bluff Ark., until August, 1864. Expedition to Clarendon, Ark. June 25-29, 1864. 
Action at Clarendon June 25-26. Veterans on furlough August 14 to September. Company 
"K" Joined Regiment from Camp Butler, III., March 20 1864, and remained with Recruits 
at Duvall's Bluff Ark., until February, 1865. Joined Regiment at Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
February 4, 1865. Veterans halted at St. Louis while returning to Arkansas. Companies 
"B, " "D" and "G" guard river at Chester, III., until October 14, then Joined Regiment at 
St. Louis. March through Missouri In pursuit of Price October 16-November 6. Moved to 
Paducah, Ky., November 6-11 thence to Nashville and Murfreesboro, Tenn., November 
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24-28. Action at Overall's Creek December 4 Hood's attack on Murfreesboro December 
5-12. Wilkinson 's Pike, near Murfreesboro, "The Cedars, " December 7. Action with 
Forest near Murfreesboro December 15. Duty at Murfreesboro until March 21 1865. 
Moved to Franklin, Tenn., and duty there until September. Mustered out at Nashville, 
Tenn., September 8 and discharged at Camp Butler, III., September 27, 1865. " 

Regiment lost during service 3 Officers and 34 En listed men killed and mortally 
wounded and 4 Officers and 183 Enlisted men by disease. Total 224. " 
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Illinois 98 th Regiment Infantry 

"The Ninety-Eighth Illinois Volunteers was organized at Centralia, III, September 1862, 
by Colonel John J. Funkhouser, and mustered in September 3. " 

September 8, 1862, the Regiment was ordered to Louisville, Ky. At Bridgeport, III., whilst 
in route, the train was thrown from the track, by a misplaced switch, and Captain O. L. 
Kelly and 7 men killed, and 75 wounded. On the 9th, moved to camp Jo Holt, at 
Jeffersonville. On 19th, moved to Shepherdsville. On 30th, moved to Elizabethtown, and, 
from thence moved to Frankfort, arriving October 9. On 111th, moved to Versailles, from 
which the enemy retreated, leaving 200 sick in hospital; and, on 13th, returned. " 

The Regiment was in Fortieth Brigade, Seventy-second and Seventy-fifth Indiana, Ninety- 
eighth Illinois, and Thirteenth Indiana Battery; Colonel A. O. Miller, Seventy-second 
Indiana, commanding; Twelfth Division, Brigadier General Dumont commanding; Army 
of Ohio. On October 26, the Brigade marched, via Bardstown, Mumfordsville and 
Glasgow, to Bowling Green, arriving November 3. " 

November 10, 1862, moved with Brigade and Division to Scottsville; 25th, to Gallatin; 
28th, to Castillian Springs, and, December 14, to Bledsoe Creek. General Reynolds took 
command of the Division, December 23. The Seventeenth Indiana was assigned to the 
Brigade - Colonel Wilder, of that Regiment taking command of the Brigade. On 26th 
December, began march northward, in pursuit of Morgan, arriving, 31st, at Glasgow. " 

January 2, 1863, marched to Cave City, and, on the 4th, moved to Nashville. From 
thence, marched to Murfreesboro, 6th. On 14th, the Regiment was assigned to First 
Brigade, Fifth Division, Fourteenth Army Corps. Brigade composed of Seventeenth and 
Seventy -second Indiana, One Hundred and Twenty-third and Ninety-eighth Illinois, 
January 24, moved through Bradyville, and, on 25th, returned. " 

On the 8th of March, the Ninety-eighth was ordered to be mounted. During the winter 
and spring of 1863, it had been doing guard duty for forage trains and on scouts. On 
14th March, 350 men were mounted. Shortly afterward the whole Brigade was mounted. 
On the 1st of April, moved out on an 8 days' scout, going to Rome, Lebanon and Snow's 
Hill, and returned. " 

On April 13, moved to Lavergne and Franklin, and returned the next day. Moved to 
McMinnville, April 20, and destroyed a cotton factory and captured a railroad train. On 
22d and 23d, moved, by way of Liberty, to Alexandria, and joined General Reynold's 
command. On 27th, moved to Lebanon, having captured a large number of horses and 
mules. 29th, returned to Murfreesboro. " 

May 6, the One Hundred and Twenty-third Illinois was assigned to the Brigade, and 
mounted in place of the Seventy -fifth Indiana. " 
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On May 23, made a reconnaissance to the front, driving in the enemy's pickets, killing 2 
and wounding 4. On the 31st, the Regiment was armed with the Spencer repeating rifle. " 

June 4, moved out on the Liberty road, and attacked the First Kentucky and Eleventh 
Texas rebel cavalry, capturing 20 prisoners and 5 wagons. Moved, June 16, to Dark 
Bend, on the Tennessee. On the 10th, attacked the enemy at Liberty, driving their rear 
guard of 150 men to Snow's Hill. " 

On 24th June, moved, with the Army of the Cumberland, to attack the enemy. The Ninety- 
eighth Mounted Infantry, on the right flank, came upon the enemy at Hoover's Gap, 
repulsing them - the Regiment losing 1 man killed and 5 wounded. " 

From Jun 24 to 28, moved flank of Fourth Division, cutting the railroad at Decherd, and 
driving the enemy from the stockades. Returned to Manchester, July 1. From July 1 to 
16th August, was in the vicinity of Wartrace and Decherd, and captured over 1,000 
horses and mules. " 

The Ninety-eighth Illinois, Colonel Atkins, was assigned to the Brigade. " 

On August 16, moved, over Cumberland Mountains and Waldron's Ridge, to Poe's 
Tavern, and, September 9, forded Tennessee, and moved in advance of Chittenden's 
Corps, toward Ringgold. 11th, moved to Tunnell Hill, skirmishing with Forrest. 12th, 
moved to Gordon's Mills. 13th, lay in line of battle, skirmishing with the enemy, and 14th, 
moved to Stephenson's Gap. On 17th, moved to Alexander's Bridge, and on 18th, the 
battle of Chickamauga began. The Ninety-eighth did good service in this action, and lost 
5 killed and 36 wounded - Colonel Funkhouser being severely wounded. " 

During the remainder of the month, the Regiment marched to Stevenson, guarding 
prisoners, and returned. On 1st of October, the Brigade, Colonel A. O. Miller 
commanding, with First and Second Brigades of Cavalry, under General Crook, started 
in pursuit of Wheeler. On 2d crossed Walden 's bridge, and moved through Sequatchie to 
summit of Cumberland Mountains. 3d, the Ninety-eighth Illinois and Seventeenth Indiana 
attacked a Brigade of the enemy - their rear guard - and defeated it killing or wounding 
15 or 20 of the enemy. On the 4th, drove the enemy from McMinnville. 7th, came up with 
the enemy near Shelbyville, and charged him, capturing 50 prisoners, and losing only 2 
wounded. " 

Was engaged in the battle of Farmington. " 

On the 8th, was engaged in pursuit of Wheeler and followed him until he crossed 
Tennessee, 19th. " 

Went into camp at Maysville. On 21st November, moved to Chattanooga, where the 
Brigade was numbered the Third, and assigned to Second Cavalry Division, Brigadier 
General Crook commanding. The Ninety-eighth, numbering only 200 effective men, 
mounted. " 
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The Division crossed the Chickamauga, on pontoons, and marched up the Tennessee to 
Bly 's Ferry, and thence to Tine 's Station, cutting the railroad, and telegraph wires, in 
sight of Bragg 's camp fires. On November 24, captured wagon train of 60 wagons, and 
moved into Cleveland. " 

On 26th, had a slight engagement with the enemy, losing 2 wounded. " 

On 28th, Major Marquis s and Lieutenant Richard, in charge of dismounted men, 
returned to Huntsville. " 

29th, the Ninety-eighth, numbering 150 men, moved to Benton. " 

December 1, took advance of Sherman's Army, driving the enemy to Loudon, and, on 4, 
forded Little Tennessee, and moved to Knoxville. Moved to Maysville on 5th, and Murphy 
on the 8th. Went into camp at Calhoun, on the Hiawassee River, on 15th - the Regiment 
being reduced to 111 men and officers. On 28th December, had a skirmish with 
Wheeler's Cavalry, driving them some distance and capturing the Inspector General of 
Kelly's rebel Division. " 

February 4, 1864, Colonel Funkhouser joined the Regiment with the balance of the 
command. " 

In January 1864, the Third Brigade had been assigned to Second Cavalry Division. On 
23d and 24th February, the command was engaged at Buzzard's Roost, losing 12 
wounded. On March 1, moved to Cleveland. 16th, moved to Ringgold, and went on picket 
duty, extending the line toward Nickajack. Lost 2 men wounded. On 14th April, ordered 
to Columbia, and marched, via Bridgeport, Battle Creek, Decherd and Shelbyville, 
arriving April 24. On 30th April, the Ninety-eighth, 400 strong, moved to the front, 
arriving at LaFayette, Ga., May 9. On 11th, marched to Villanon, and, on 14th, moved 
toward Rome. 16th, to Lay's Ferry, and, on 19th, marched through Kingston. On 23d, 
crossed Etowah and moved toward Van Wert, and, on 24th, through Van Wert, and 
within 2 miles of Dallas, met the enemy and drove him to Dallas. Skirmished with the 
enemy on 25th, and moved toward Powder Springs. " 

On 28th of May, took position on McPherson's right, dismounted, and repulsed a charge 
of the enemy; and, on 29th, moved to Burnt Hickory. June 9, mad a reconnaissance 
beyond Big Shanty. Dismounted, and drove the enemy 5 miles. On 19th and 20th June, 
moved out to Noonday Creek, and skirmished with the enemy. " 

On July 3, marched through Marietta, and, on 4th, skirmished heavily. On 5th, moved 
toward Ro swell Factory, and, on 9th, drove the enemy's pickets from the Chattahoochie 
and took possession ofRoswell Factory. " 

Colonel Funkhouser resigned, to take effect July 5. Crossed Chattahoochie to Cross 
Keys, on 17th, and struck Atlanta and Augusta Railroad 16 miles east of Atlanta, 
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destroying several miles of track, and, on 19th, returned to McAfee's Bridge. Moved to 
Decatur on the 21st, and to Oxford and Covington, capturing a railroad train and 16 
prisoners, burning railroad bridge, and returned to Decatur, 24th. " 

On 25th July, moved in support of Stoneman, in the movement on Atlanta and Mobile 
Railroad. The Division (Garrard's) was, at one time, entirely surrounded by the enemy, 
but cut its way out, and returned to rear of Atlanta. " 

On the 1st of August 1864, the Division was ordered to occupy the works vacated by the 
Twenty -third Corps. On 15th, moved out of the works, and, on 20th, moved with 
Kilpatrick on the reconnaissance to Decatur. " 

Participated in Sherman's flank movements to Rough-and-Ready, and went on picket at 
Jonesboro, September 4 to 8. Moved to Decatur 8th September, to Blake's Mills 9th, and 
on 19th went on scout towards Lawrenceville. On 21st, moved to support of Kilpatrick, 
via Atlanta, Dry Pond and Sandtown. Crossed the Chattahoochie on the 24th, and 
reconnoitered toward Campbelltown. Moved to Lost Mountain and Ackworth. " 

Was engaged in watching movements of Hood's Army, then marching north. Camped, 
October 4, near Kenesaw. On 12th, moved to Rome. On 13th, moved out and attacked the 
enemy, defeating him. On 15th, moved to Adair sville. On 16th, to Snake Creek Gap. On 
19th, to Chattanooga. On 20th, to Gaylesville. On 21st, attacked and routed Wheeler, 
near Little River, at Rudd's farm. " 

November 1, turned over our horses and equipment to Kilpatrick. " 

On 2d November, moved to Calhoun. On 4th, moved toward Chattanooga, arriving 6th, 
and, on 13th, arrived at Nashville. Moved thence to Louisville. Lay in camp until 
December 26, waiting for horses and equipment, and then ordered to Elizabethtown, to 
intercept enemy under General Lyon. December 31, moved to Elizabethtown. " 

On 12th January 1865, the command passed through Nashville, Tenn., and marched, via 
Columbia and Mount Pleasant, to Gravelly Springs, Ala., remaining in camp at that 
place until March 13. Moved to Waterloo and Chickasaw Landing. On 22 d March, 
commenced the spring campaign, with the First, Second and Fourth Cavalry Divisions, 
12,000 strong, Brevet General Wilson commanding. On 31st, arrived at Montr evalle - 
Roddy's rebel command being driven out by General Upton. On April 1, the enemy made 
a stand at Ebenezer Church, but were routed by four companies of the Seventeenth 
Indiana. On April 2, participated in capture ofSelma. The Fourth Cavalry Division 
having, failed in their assault, 1,600 men of Second Division, General Long commanding, 
made the attack and carried the works. The loss of the Ninety -eighth, in this action, was 9 
killed and 2 mortally wounded, 6 officers wounded and 21 men wounded. Number of the 
Regiments engaged, 1 72. " 

On 9th, crossed Alabama River, and April 13, marched through Montgomery. On 16th, 
marched through Columbus, and, on 20th, entered Macon, without opposition. The 
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Ninety-eighth was detailed for provost guard, and Lieutenant Colonel Kitchell as Provost 
Marshal of the city. May 23, started for Chattanooga, arriving June 1; and, thence, to 
Nashville, arriving 15th, and camping near Edgefield. Was here joined by Major 
Marquis s and a detachment of Ninety -eighth. Mustered out June 27, 1865, by Captain L. 
M. Hosea, A. CM. The recruits were transferred to Sixty-first Illinois Volunteers. Arrived 
at Springfield, III., 30th June, and received final payment and discharge, July 7, 1865. " 

The Ninety-eighth while attached to the First Brigade, Second Division of Cavalry, as 
Mounted Infantry, assisted in the capture at Macon, Ga., of four brass cannon which had 
been buried near the small-pox hospital, as deceased soldiers, marking them with head 
and foot-boards. One of these pieces was given to the Ninety-eighth and subsequently it 
was presented to Illinois, when it was placed on exhibition in Memorial Hall. " 
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Illinois 130 th Regiment Infantry 

"Organized at Camp Butler, Springfield, III., and mustered in October 25, 1862. Moved 
to Memphis, Tenn., November 11-17, 1862. Attached to Reserve Brigade, District of 
Memphis, 13th Army Corps (Old), Dept. of the Tennessee, to December, 1862. District of 
Memphis, 16th Army Corps, to March, 1863. 2nd Brigade, 10th Division, 13th Army 
Corps, Army of the Tennessee, to July. 1863. 2nd Brigade, 4th Division, 13th Army 
Corps. Dept. of the Tennessee, to August, 1863, and Dept. of the Gulf to June, 1864. 3rd 
Brigade, 3rd Division, 19th Army Corps, Dept. of the Gulf, to October, 1864. Defenses of 
New Orleans, La., to January, 1865. Consolidated with 77th Illinois Infantry January 25, 
1865. Regiment revived June 23, 1865. 1st Brigade, 3rd Division, 13th Army Corps 
(New), Military Division West Mississippi, to August, 1865.

At New Iberia until 
December 6. Moved to New Orleans, thence to Pass Cavallo, Texas, December 6-20, and 
duty there until February, 1864. Reconnaissance on Matagorda Peninsula January 21. 
Moved to Algiers, thence to Franklin, La. Red River Campaign March 10-May 22. 
Advance from Franklin to Alexandria, La.. March 14-26. Bayou De Paul, Carroll's Mills, 
April 8. Battle of Sabine Cross Roads April 8. Regiment mostly captured at Sabine Cross 
Roads and confined at Tyler, Texas, 13 months. Retreat to Morganza May 13-20, 
Garrison duty at New Orleans, La., June, 1864, to January, 1865. With 77th Illinois 
Infantry in Campaign against Mobile and its defenses February to April. Siege of Spanish 
Fort and Fort Blakely March 26- April 9. Assault and capture of Fort Blakely April 9. 
Occupation of Mobile April 12. Expedition to Tombigbee River and Macintosh Bluffs 
April 13-May 9. At Mobile until July. Regiment reorganized at Mobile July 11, 1865. 
Ordered to New Orleans and mustered out August 15, 1865. " 

Regiment lost during service 2 Officers and 18 Enlisted men killed and mortally wounded 
and 4 Officers and 153 Enlisted men by disease. Total 177. " 
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Indiana 17 th Regiment Infantry 

"The Seventeenth Regiment was organized at Camp Morton, Indianapolis, during May, 
1861, and was mustered into the United States service on the 12th of June, 1861, for 
three years. On the 1st of July it left Indianapolis for Parkersburgh, Virginia, which 
place it reached on the 5th, after stopping three days at Cincinnati. Remaining in this 
vicinity until the 23d, it took the cars and moved to Oakland, Maryland. Marching sixteen 
miles to the north branch of the Potomac, it was engaged until the 7th of August in 
constructing the fortifications known as Camp Pendleton. Proceeding by railroad from 
Oakland to Webster, and thence on foot up Tygart's Valley to Huttonsville, the regiment 
reached Cheat Mountain Pass on the 12th, and afterward went into camp at Elkwater. 
While in this vicinity the Seventeenth participated in the operations of General Reynolds 
army, including the battle of Green Brier on the 3d of October, in which its loss was one 
killed. On the 19th of November it proceeded to Louisville, Kentucky, where it reported to 
General Buell on the 30th and there lay in camp on Oakland Race Course until the 10th 
of December. Being assigned to General Nelson's division, the regiment marched to 
Camp Wickliffe, near New Haven, where it remained until February 10, 1862, when it 
moved toward Green River. Crossing Green River it marched southward, arriving at 
Nashville on the 12th of March, and there remained until the march to the Tennessee 
River was begun. Colonel Hascall being appointed Brigadier General on the 25th of 
March, he was succeeded by Lieut. Colonel John T. Wilder. Leaving Nashville on the 
29th of March, the regiment reached the field ofShiloh on the 8th of April. It then 
participated in the march to and siege of Corinth, and after its evacuation moved with 
Buell's army through Northern Alabama to McMinnville, Tennessee, where, on the 30th 
of August, it overtook Forrest and attack and routed him. On the 3d of September the 
Seventeenth left McMinn- yule and marched via Murfreesboro, Nashville, Bowling 
Green, Elizabethtown and West Point, to Louisville, Kentucky, arriving there on the 25th 
of September, after marching 270 miles and having a skirmish with Bragg' s rear guard 
on the 21st, near Murifordsville. Leaving Louisville on the 1st of October, it moved to 
Bardstown, where it remained in camp until the 18th, and then marched to Nashville, by 
the way of Lebanon, Columbia, Glasgow and Gallatin, reaching there on the 26th of 
November. Between this and the 1st of February, 1863, the regiment was engaged in 
numerous expeditions in different directions from Nashville, and then moved its camp to 
Murfreesboro. On the 12th of February orders were received for the regiment to mount 
itself, and the following month was occupied in foraging and pressing horses, until the 
regiment was fully mounted, after which it was kept constantly moving on scouting 
expeditions. On the 18th of May the men were armed with Spencer rifles, with which 
effective weapons each man became the equal of 16 rebels. On the 24th of June it moved 
to Hoover's Gap, where the enemy was strongly posted. The rebel force of five regiments 
of infantry, three companies of sharpshooters and a battery, made several charges upon 
the Seventeenth, which were repulsed gallantly. The regiment held the rebels at bay until 
out of ammunition, when reinforcements from the other regiments of the brigade coming 
up, the enemy were driven from the field. The Seventeenth captured seventy-five prisoners 
and one hundred and twenty -five stands of arms, and sustained a loss of forty- eight 
killed and wounded. After this engagement it marched to Manchester, driving the enemy, 
and capturing many prisoners. It then marched on a raid to Cowan, after which it 
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scouted the country in various directions, and on the 21st of August skirmished with the 
enemy across the Tennessee River, near Chattanooga. After the evacuation of that place, 
the Seventeenth moved towards the North Chickamauga and Dalton, frequently 
skirmishing with the enemy. On the 11th of September it marched to near Ringgold, 
where it met Scott's brigade of rebel cavalry and two pieces of artillery, when a sharp 
fight ensued, resulting in the driving of the enemy to Tunnel Hill with severe loss. The 
regiment lost one killed and two wounded. Between this and the 18th frequent skirmishes 
occurred with the enemy, and on that day the division to which the Seventeenth was 
attached was attacked in force, and compelled to fall back. The next day the regiment 
fought nearly all day in the battle of Chickamauga, breaking the enemy 's lines every time 
he charged. On the 20th it repulsed a severe charge of the enemy, and then charged in 
return, driving the rebels and killing, wounding and capturing a great number; the 
regiment fought till 3 o 'clock in the afternoon, when it was ordered back toward 
Chattanooga. On the 1 st of October it started, as part of General Crook's command, in 
pursuit of General Wheeler, then in the Sequatchie Valley. On the night of the 3d, the 
regiment attacked Crew 's rebel brigade at Thompson 's Cove and routed them, capturing 
a number of arms, and the battle flag of the Second Kentucky Cavalry, presented to them 
by the ladies of Elizabethtown, Kentucky; the regiment lost but one wounded. The next 
day it marched to McMinnville, where it skirmished with the enemy, and drove him out of 
and beyond the town, losing two killed and four wounded. On the 7th of October, when 
beyond Shelbyville, the regiment struck the enemy and attacked him, driving him from the 
field and into Farmington, where he made a stand; here the Seventeenth charged the 
rebels, capturing three of Wheeler's guns, a great number of small arms and three 
hundred prisoners; the regiment lost forty-eight killed and wounded, including three 
commissioned officers. Crossing the Tennessee River at Lamb's Ferry on the 9th, further 
pursuit was abandoned, and the regiment moved to Huntsville, Alabama, from whence it 
started, on the 13th, in pursuit of the enemy under Forrest, Roddy, Wharton and others. 
On the 27th it went into winter quarters at Maysville, from whence, on the 18th of 
November, in pursuance of the orders of General Thomas, two hundred and fifty of the 
best mounted men marched to near Chattanooga, and crossed the Tennessee on 
Sherman's pontoon on the night of the 23d. Moving in the direction of Cleveland, they 
went round by Tyner's Station, whilst the battle was raging at Mission Ridge, to within 
seven miles of Ringgold, and destroyed rebel wagon trains and stores. They returned to 
Cleveland on the 26th, after destroying, altogether, seventy-seven wagons. Being 
attacked the next day by Kelly's brigade, they were forced to destroy the foundry at 
Cleveland and fall back to near Chattanooga, losing one man killed. On the 30th they 
marched toward Knoxville, running through the rebel lines to get into the town. Leaving 
there on the 5th of December, they crossed the Chilhowee Mountain into North Carolina, 
and then into Tennessee, camping at Charleston on the 14th of December. The majority 
of the regiment, then dismounted and in camp at Pulaski, having re-enlisted on the 4th of 
January, 1864, left the next day for Nashville, where they were joined on the 18th by the 
part of the regiment at Charleston. Two hundred and eighty six having been re-mustered 
as veterans, the regiment left Nashville on the 22d of January for Indianapolis, on 
veteran furlough. Arriving there on the 25th, it was publicly received in the Capitol 
Grounds, and was addressed by Governor Morton, Colonel Wilder and others. While in 
Indiana the veterans were allowed to purchase horses, and being remounted, left 
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Indianapolis by rail on the 2d of April, and on arriving at Louisville went into camp until 
the 18th, when it proceeded to march to Nashville, reaching there on the 25th, after 
riding one hundred and eighty-six miles. Leaving there next day, the regiment reached 
Sherman's army, then on the march to Atlanta, on the 10th of May. From this time until 
the 31st of October it was actively and constantly engaged in the cavalry and scouting 
operations incident to the march upon and capture of Atlanta, and the pursuit of Hood's 
retreating army northward. It participated in the numerous skirmishes, the raids to cut 
the enemy's communications, and was conspicuously engaged at Pumpkin Vine Church, 
Big Shanty, Belle Plain Road, Kenesaw Mountain, Marietta, Chattahoochie River, (being 
the first troops to cross this stream,) Stone Mountain, Flat Rock, New Hope Church, 
Rome, Coosaville, Leesburgh and Goshen. On the 1st of November, 1863, after turning 
over its horses to Kilpartick's cavalry, the regiment left Rome, Georgia, for Louisville, 
Kentucky, where, on the 24th, it was re-mounted. Moving from Louisville on the 28th of 
December, it reached Nashville on the 8th of January, 1865, from whence it marched to 
Gravelly Springs, Alabama, arriving there on the 25th. Here it remained until the 12th of 
March, when it marched with General Wilson 's cavalry command into the interior of 
Alabama. On the 1st of April the commands of Roddy and Forrest were overtaken and 
attacked at Ebenezer Church, on Bogue's Creek, twenty -nine miles from Selma; the 
Seventeenth participated and charged the rebels gallantly, capturing one hundred 
prisoners and one gun, and losing eight killed, eleven wounded and five missing. On the 
2d it participated in the engagement at Selma, and in the taking of the rebel works 
surrounding the town; the Seventeenth first drove the rebels into their forts and then out 
of them, and afterward drove them from the interior works and their position behind the 
railroad embankment into the town, taking all the forts from number eighteen to the river 
on the west side of the town. Four pieces of artillery, and about three hundred prisoners 
were captured. Out of 421 officers and men engaged, the Seventeenth lost 12 killed and 
80 wounded. After the battle the regiment moved to Montgomery, and from thence to 
Columbus, Georgia, from which point it marched to Macon, near which place it engaged 
the enemy on the 20th of April, and drove him into the city, saving two important bridges 
which the rebels were in the act of firing. By a ruse the enemy were led to believe that our 
force was but the advance of two divisions of cavalry, and the city was surrendered, and 
with it Generals Howell Cobb, Mackall, Mercer and Gustavus W. Smith, three thousand 
prisoners, including officers of all grades, five stands of colors, sixty pieces of artillery 
and three thousand small arms. The Seventeenth had in the action during the day 451 
officers and men, of whom one was killed and two wounded. Camping near the city for a 
month, it moved into Macon on the 22d of May, where it did post duty until the 8th of 
August, 1865, when it was mustered out of service. Leaving Macon soon after, the 
regiment arrived at Indianapolis on the 16th of August with 675 men and 25 officers, and 
was the day following publicly received in the Capitol Grounds and addressed by 
Lieutenant Governor Conrad Baker, General Vail, General White, General Wilder and 
others; in a few days afterwards it was finally discharged from service. During its term of 
service, the Seventeenth Regiment marched over four thousand miles, and captured over 
five thousand prisoners, more than six thousand stand of arms, seventy pieces of artillery, 
eleven stand of colors and more than three thousand horses and mules. All this was done 
with a loss of three officers and sixty -six men killed, and thirteen officers and one hundred and 
seventy -six men wounded — a total of killed and wounded of two hundred and fifty-eight. " 
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Indiana 42 nd Regiment Infantry 

"The Forty Second Regiment was organized at Evansville on the 9th of October, 1861, 
with JAMES G. JONES as Colonel. Soon after it marched to Henderson and thence to 
Calhoun and Owensboro, Kentucky, from which place it went to Nashville, Tennessee, 
where it arrived on the 25th of February. It then moved into the interior of the State and 
then to Huntsville, Alabama, and from thence retraced its steps to Nashville. Moving 
from there with Rousseau's division ofBuell's army to Louisville, it took part in the 
pursuit of Bragg through Kentucky, participating in the battle of Perryville on the 8th of 
October, losing one hundred and sixty-six in killed, wounded and missing. " 

Returning to Nashville the regiment marched with Rosecrans ' army toward 
Murfreesboro, and then took part in the battle of Stone River on the 31st of December, 
1862, and 1st and 2d of January, 1863, losing seventeen killed and eighty-seven 
wounded. After this engagement the Forty Second went into camp near Murfreesboro, 
where it remained until the 24th of June, and then marched with the first brigade ofGen'l 
Negley's division to Chattanooga. On the 19th and 20th of September the regiment was 
engaged in the battle of Chicamauga, losing eight killed, fifty-three wounded and thirty- 
two missing, making a total of ninety-three. Subsequently it participated in the storming 
of Lookout Mountain and the battle of Mission Ridge in November, losing forty-three in 
killed and wounded. " 

On the 1st of January, 1864, the regiment re-enlisted as a Veteran organization at 
Chattanooga, and soon after returned to Indiana, on veteran furlough, reaching 
Indianapolis on the 28th of January, where it was publicly received and addressed by 
Governor Morton and others. On its return to the field in March it joined Sherman's 
army near Chattanooga, and on the 7th of May it marched from Ringold on the campaign 
against Atlanta, participating in all the principal battles of that campaign, losing one 
hundred and three officers and men, killed and wounded. During this campaign, while in 
Six Mile Range near Alatoona, the regiment was on picket duty seven days and nights 
within fifty yards of the rebel skirmish line, without being relieved. After the capture of 
Atlanta, the Forty Second marched to Kingston, Rome, Resacca and, through Snake 
Creek Gap, to the Chatuga Valley, and from thence to Gaylesville, Alabama, in pursuit of 
Hood's army, and then back again to Rome and Atlanta. " 

In November it moved with Sherman's army from Atlanta to Savannah, participating in 
skirmishing on the route and the siege of Savannah. From Savannah it moved through the 
Carolinas to Goldsboro, North Carolina, taking Part in the battles of Averysboro and 
Bentonville, losing ten men and officers killed and wounded. After the close of active 
operations the regiment marched to Washington via Richmond, leaving Goldsboro, on 
the 10th of April, 1865. From Washington it proceeded to Louisville, Kentucky, where, on 
the 21st of July, 1865, it was mustered out, and left for Indianapolis, reaching that place 
on the following day. On the 25th of July it was present at a public reception given to 
several regiments of returned soldiers, in the Capitol grounds, on which occasion Major 
Gen 7 Sherman was present. Addresses were made by Governor Morton and Gen 'I 
Sherman. In a few days after the regiment was finally discharged from service. " 
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'During its term of service the Forty Second has lost in killed, wounded and missing six 
hundred and twenty -nine, of which number eighty -six were killed on the field, four 
hundred and forty -three were wounded and one hundred taken prisoners. Its strength at 
the time of its muster-out was eight hundred and forty-six, officers and men. " 

The regiment has participated in battles and skirmishes as follows: Wartrace, Perryville, 
Stone River, ElkRiver, Chicamauga, Lookout Mountain, Mission Ridge, Ringold, Rocky 
Face Ridge, Resacca, Aiatoona Mountains, Kenesaw, Chattahoochie River, Peach Tree 
Creek, Atlanta, Jonesboro, Savannah, Charleston, Black River and Bentonville. " 
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Indiana 60 th Regiment Infantry 

"The Sixtieth Regiment was raised under orders authorizing Lieut. Col. RICHARD 
OWEN, of the Fifteenth Regiment, to recruit a regiment and rendezvous it at Evansville. 
A partial organization was made at that place in November, 1861, and during the 
progress of enlisting, the regiment was ordered to Camp Morton, Indianapolis, on the 
22d of February, 1862, to guard rebel prisoners, and, while on duty there, the 
organization was perfected — the last companies being mustered in in the month of 
March. On the 20th of June it left Indianapolis for Louisville, Kentucky, from whence it 
proceeded to Lebanon. Alter remaining therefor a time it moved to Muniordsviile, where, 
on the 14th of September, the advance of Bragg 's army surrounded the place and its 
works, and compelled the garrison to surrender after a gallant resistance. Among the 
captured were a number of Indiana regiments and seven companies of the Sixtieth, under 
command of Col. Owen. The other companies were, at the time of the capture, guarding a 
railroad bridge over Rolling Fork, near Lebanon Junction, under command of Major 
Cox, and were not captured. " 

The captured companies were paroled, and proceeded to Indianapolis, where they went 
into parole camp and were there joined by the other portion of the regiment Upon being 
exchanged in November, the regiment proceeded to Memphis, joining the Army of the 
Mississippi, and participated in the movements of that army during the winter of 1862. 
On the 10th of January, 1863, it took part in the battle of Arkansas Post, losing a number 
in killed and wounded. " 

In the campaign against Vicksburg it moved with the First Brigade (Burbridge's), Tenth 
Division, Thirteenth Army Corps, from Millikens' Bend on the 14th of April, making rapid 
and fatiguing marching through swamps, bayous and streams, under scorching suns, 
drenching rains, and engaging in five desperate and hard-fought battles. At Port Gibson, 
on the 1st of May, it was among the first to enter the town; at Champion Hills, on the 
16th of May, it was in the advance; and at Black river, on the 17th of May, it behaved 
with gallantry. In the siege of Vicksburg it took an active part, remaining in the trenches 
until the surrender on the 4th of July. " 

After the capitulation, the Sixtieth marched with its brigade to Jackson, participating in 
the skirmishes on the route and the siege of Jackson, losing several in killed and 
wounded. Returning to Vicksburg, it remained there until August, when it was 
transported to New Orleans, where it was assigned to Banks ' army. From New Orleans it 
moved to Berwick City, and from thence moved up the Teche, engaging in the battle of 
Grand Courteau Plains on the 3d of November, losing a few in killed and wounded. 
Returning to the vicinity of New Iberia, it remained there a short time, and then 
proceeded to Algiers, near New Orleans, where it embarked on steamship for Texas. 
Landing in that State, it was stationed at Pass Cavallo for a brief period, and then 
returned to New Orleans, where it joined Banks' unfortunate expedition up Red River. " 
This expedition was organized early in March, and proceeded with but little opposition to 
Alexandria, reaching there on the 19th of March. The rebels began to concentrate at 
Shreveport. On the 28th Gen. Mower's Division defeated the rebel General Dick Taylor 
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at Cane river, thirty-five miles above Alexandria. The main army marched westward. 
After passing Grand Ecore, the Cavalry, supported by the Fourth Division of the 
Thirteenth Army Corps, encountered the enemy, in force, at Sabine Cross Roads, on the 
8th of April. After skirmishing across an open field, from the woods on either side, the 
rebels charged on our forces, who were routed and fell back in great disorder. In this 
battle the Sixtieth lost heavily in killed, wounded and prisoners. The Third Division came 
up and were also overwhelmed. The command of Gen. A. J. Smith, of the Sixteenth Corps, 
which had left Vicksburg on the 8th, as a co-operating force, and capturing Fort De 
Russey on its march, reached the field just after the battle at Sabine Cross Roads, and 
held the rebels in check, and the next day fought and defeated the rebels at Pleasant Hill. 
The shattered army fell back to Grand Ecore, the Sixteenth Corps covering the retreat 
and saving Bank's army. The latter army then fell back to the Mississippi river, and 
General Smith's command proceeded to Vicksburg. " 

After this campaign the regiment went to Indiana on Veteran furlough, the regiment 
having re-enlisted. Its re-muster was not, however, approved by the War Department, the 
regiment not having, in its opinion, served a sufficient length of time to entitle it to be re- 
mustered as a Veteran organization. Returning to the field, it was stationed at 
Thibodeaux, Louisiana, where it remained until the fall of 1864. On the 3d of November 
it was engaged in the battle of Carrion Crow Bayou, losing largely in killed, wounded 
and prisoners. After this the regiment was stationed at Algiers, near New Orleans, 
remaining there until February 24th, 1865, when the remaining recruits were transferred 
to the Twenty-Sixth Indiana, and the balance of the regiment proceeded to Indianapolis, 
where it was mustered out on the 21st of March, 1865. The transferred men are still 
serving with the Twenty-Sixth Regiment. " 
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Indiana 65 th Regiment Infantry 

"The Sixty-Fifth Regiment was organized under the call of July, 1862, at Princeton, and 
was mustered in at Evansville, (with the exception of Company "K, ") on the 18th and 
20th of August, 1862, with JOHN W. FOSTER as Colonel. The nine companies were at 
once moved to Henderson, Kentucky, where it went into camp to protect the place from 
guerrillas. On the 27th of August; the regiment embarked on transports, and went up 
Green river to Ashbysburg, landing at 9 o 'clock in the night. Marching all night, it 
attacked Adam Johnson's rebel regiment the next morning, and after a severe skirmish, 
and some loss to the enemy, the regiment took possession of the town of Madisonville. 
Company "K" was mustered in on the 10th of September, and joined the regiment in the 
field. After the engagement at Madisonville, the companies were distributed in different 
counties in that portion of Kentucky west of the Nashville railroad, and there remained 
on duty until the 18th of August, 1863, when they all reported at Glasgow. Here the 
regiment joined Col. Graham's brigade of cavalry, the regiment having been mounted in 
April, 1863, by order of Gen. Burnside. The companies, while on the local duty above 
mentioned, engaged the enemy as follows: Company "D" in a skirmish near Vanderburg, 
on the 12th of September, 1862, losing one killed and six wounded, and on the 13th it had 
another skirmish, in which three were wounded. Company "E" had a skirmish at Dixon, 
on the 29th of July, 1863, losing one man wounded. " 

The regiment was moved to the field in East Tennessee, arriving at Knoxville on the 1st of 
September, the brigade to which it was attached being the first Union troops to arrive at 
that point. During this march Col. Foster assumed the command of the brigade. Several 
companies of the regiment were sent out on a raiding expedition, returning to Knoxville 
after an absence of two days. On the 5th of September the regiment marched up the 
valley, and taking possession of a captured train of cars, moved up the valley one 
hundred and ten miles above Knoxville, capturing on the way another train and two 
locomotives, besides other property. Returning from this expedition on the night of the 
6th, it moved the next day with its brigade up the same valley, and on the 20th engaged 
the enemy near Zollicoffer. On the 22d a severe fight was had with the enemy at 
Blountsville, in which the regiment lost fifteen in killed and wounded. The Sixty-Fifth was 
engaged in another fight at Rheatown, on the 11th of October, in which Company "A" 
had one man wounded. On the 14th of October the regiment fought the enemy at 
Blountsville without loss, and on the 15th at Bristol, losing one man captured. " 

On the 1 7th of November the regiment moved with the division across to Tazewell, and 
on the 1st of December it had a severe fight at Walker's Ford, Tennessee, assisted by the 
Fifth Indiana Cavalry, in which both regiments fought all day against great odds, the 
Sixty-Fifth losing two killed, eight wounded and two missing. Company "K" at this time 
was at Mulberry Gap, numbering forty-five men, from whence it expelled a whole rebel 
regiment by a night attack. After Longstreet's retreat the regiment and all the cavalry had 
a battle with Longstreet's infantry at Bean Station, on the 14th of December, in which the 
regiment lost two killed, ten wounded and five missing. On the following day it fought at 
Powder Spring Gap, losing ten wounded and four missing, and on the same day again 
engaged the enemy at Skaggs' Mills, losing one killed and two captured. On the 17th of 
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January, 1864, the regiment had a fight at Danridge in which one man was mortally 
wounded. " 

On the 21st of April, 1864, the regiment was dismounted and assigned to the Second 
Brigade, Third Division, Twenty -Third Army Corps, and on the 30th of April it joined 
Sherman 's army, then about moving on its Atlanta campaign. It was in the battle of 
Resacca on the 14th of May, and in all the skirmishes and battles of this campaign, up to 
the capture of Atlanta, sustaining a loss of eleven killed, twenty -three wounded and five 
prisoners; total, thirty-nine. The regiment participated in the march in pursuit of Hood 
into Alabama and Tennessee, engaging the enemy at Columbia, Tennessee, and at 
Franklin on the 30' of November, '64. In the battle of Nashville, on the 15th and 16th of 
December, it bore a conspicuous part. After this it moved to the Tennessee river in 
pursuit of Hood's retreating army. " 

In January, 1865, the regiment was transferred to Alexandria, Virginia, and from thence 
sailed to the vicinity of Fort Fisher, near Wilmington, North Carolina, and after landing 
bore the brunt of the attack on Fort Anderson, on the 18th of February, 1865, and did the 
skirmishing for the troops at Town Creek on the 20th. The regiment was not afterwards 
engaged, but moved to Greensboro, with the Twenty-Third Corps, after the surrender of 
Johnson's army, where on the 22d of June, '65 it was mustered out of service, and 
proceeded to Indiana, and was finally discharged at Indianapolis, soon afterwards. " 

The regiment, during its term of service, has lost as follows: Killed, twenty -six; wounded, 
eighty-six; captured, sixty-one; total, one hundred and seventy-three. " 
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Indiana 80 th Regiment Infantry 

"The companies composing the Eightieth Regiment were recruited in the First 
Congressional District, under the call of July, 1862. They were rendezvoused at 
Princeton in the months of August und September, at which place the regiment was 
organized. On the 8th of .September it moved to Indianapolis, where it was armed, and at 
once proceeded to Covington, Kentucky, then threatened by the invading forces of the 
rebel General, Kirby Smith. After remaining there a few days, the regiment was 
transported to Louisville, where it joined the army of Gen. Buell, then being reorganized 
to march against Bragg. On the 1st of October it moved from Louisville on this 
campaign, and on the 8th participated in the battle of Chaplin Hill, or Perryville. In this 
engagement, fought just one month after the Eightieth left its camp of rendezvous, the 
regiment bore a conspicuous part, losing, in killed and wounded, one hundred and fifty 
men and officers; of the officers two were killed, three wounded and two captured. After 
Bragg had been driven out of Kentucky, the regiment remained in that State doing guard 
duty, and engaging in two expeditions against John Morgan's raiding cavalry. The first 
of these expeditions started on the 29th of December, 1862, and ended on the 9th of 
January, 1803. The other campaign was commenced on the 20th of June and closed on 
the 5th of July, 1803." 

On the 18th of August, the Eightieth left Kentucky with Gen. Burnside's army, and 
marched across the Cumberland Mountains into East Tennessee, occupying Kingston 
and Knoxville during the first week of September, and participating in the active 
campaigns that followed. On the 7th of November it was engaged in the battle at 
Kingston, and in January, 1864, took part in the engagement at Mossy Creek. In the 
spring of 1864, the regiment left East Tennessee, with the Twenty-Third Corps, 
commanded by Gen. Schofield, and joined Gen. Sherman's army. Reaching the vicinity of 
Red Clay, Georgia, it went into camp there, and on the 9th of May, moved with the 
Twenty-Third Corps in the direction ofDalton. " 

In the memorable Atlanta campaign, the Eightieth participated in all the important 
engagements from Dalton to Atlanta, including the battles of Rosacea, Kenesaw, Peach 
Tree Creek, and in the fights before Atlanta. During this campaign the regiment 
sustained a total loss, in killed and wounded, of one hundred and seventy-five. " 

After the fall of Atlanta, the regiment moved northward with the Twenty-Third Corps, in 
pursuit of Hood's army, then making a raid in the rear of General Sherman's army. Upon 
reaching Gaylesville, Alabama, further pursuit was abandoned, and the Twenty-Third 
Corps was detached from Sherman 's army and sent into Tennessee, becoming a part of 
Gen. Thomas ' command. In the campaign that followed this transfer, commencing on the 
25th of November and ending on the 30th of December, 1864, the Eightieth was almost 
constantly kept oil active duty. On the 30th of November it participated in the desperately 
fought battle at Franklin, and then fell back to Nashville, near which place, on the 15th 
and 16th of December, it took part in the engagement that proved so victorious to the 
Union arms, under General Thomas. After the retreat of the defeated army of the rebel 
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General Hood, the regiment moved with its corps in pursuit, following the enemy to the 
Tennessee river. " 

In January, 1865, Schofield's Corps was transferred to Alexandria, Virginia, where it 
embarked on steamers for North Carolina. Accompanying it on this expedition, the 
Eightieth participated in the campaign against Wilmington, Kingston, Goldsboro and 
Raleigh. It was conspicuously engaged in the successful attack upon Fort Anderson, near 
Wilmington, on the 19th of February. Upon the arrival of Sherman's army in North 
Carolina, the Twenty -Third Corps took part in the movements of the united armies 
against Johnson's rebel forces, and after the surrender of the latter the Corps remained 
on duty in that State, the Eightieth proceeding to Saulsbury with the First Division of the 
Corps. Here it remained until the 22d of June, 1865, when the organization proper was 
mustered out of service. " 

Returning to Indianapolis with about three hundred and twenty men and officers for 
discharge, the regiment was present at a reception given to returned regiments in the 
State House grove, on which occasion addresses of welcome were delivered by Governor 
Morton, General Hovey, and others. During its term of service the regiment has had 
three hundred and twenty-five men and officers killed and wounded, and two taken 
prisoners, and has traveled seven thousand two hundred and forty-five miles; of which 
one thousand and fifty was by water, two thousand four hundred and forty-five by 
railroad, and three thousand seven hundred and fifty on foot. " 

At the muster-out of the organization only such of the men as had entered service prior to 
the first of October, 1862, were discharged, all other recruits being held to service. These 
were transferred to the One Hundred and Twenty-Ninth Regiment Indiana Volunteers, 
which regiment was retained in service until the 29th of August, 1865, when it was 
mustered out of service. " 
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Indiana 143 rd Regiment Infantry 

"The One Hundred and Forty -Third Regiment - Was composed of companies from the 
First Congressional District and was organized and mustered into service at 
Indianapolis on the 21 s ' of February, 1865, with John F. Grill as Colonel. On the 23 r 
the regiment was turned over to the United States, and, after being armed and equipped, 
left on the 24' for Nashville. From thence it moved to Murfreesboro, where it performed 
guard duty until the 13' of May when it proceeded to Tullahoma. Moving from that 
place on the 26' of June to Nashville it was sent to Clarksville, at which place three 
companies were detached and sent to garrison Fort Donelson. Receiving orders for 
muster-out the regiment was brought together and marched to Nashville where it was 
mustered out on the 17' % of October, 1865. Leaving Nashville on the 19' it arrived at 
Indianapolis on the 21 s ' of October, with thirty officers and six hundred and ninety-one 
men, for final discharge and payment, and on the same day it was publicly received at the 
State House grove by the citizens and State authorities. " 
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Kentucky 1 st Battalion Mounted Rifles 

1st Battalion Mounted Rifles was organized in Eastern Kentucky during the winter of 1861-1862 
and served in the Army of Eastern Kentucky and the Department of East Tennessee. The unit 
skirmished in Kentucky and Tennessee, then disbanded in August, 1863. Some of its members 
joined other Kentucky commands. Lieutenant Colonel Ezekiel F. Clay, and Majors Benjamin F. 
Bradley and Orville G. Camron were in command.

There is conclusive proof that Private James Malone, who 
served with Captain Joel Henry and Colonel William Dudley, is the same James Malone, 
Senior that is one of the subjects of this research. Captain Henry's company was raised 
from the men of Woodford County, Kentucky. 

John Yantis formed his company from the men living in Garrad County, Kentucky. In 
the 1810 Census there is a John Malone aged 26 to 44 living with a wife and one young 
adult daughter. Thus this is very likely not James' brother, who was living in Woodford 
County near his brother and father, and who had a wife and four children.

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Appendix T: Malone Late-Comers 

In the course of researching our Malone clan, Malone families have been identified that 
do not appear to emanate from the families of either James Malone, Senior or John 
Malone, Junior. They are listed here to facilitate any future research of other Malone 
families that lived in Gibson or Posey County. It is not intended to be all-inclusive, as 
the results of this investigation are limited by the extent of the research, which was 
generally focused on Malones living in Gibson County up to around 1850. Lawrence 
County, Illinois was also reviewed as part of this effort, but the first Malone found there 
that was not part of our clan was Josie Malone, who married James Stant in 1890. 

Gibson County 

The following are Gibson County Malones that cannot be conclusively linked to one of 
the families in this study. 

John Malone, b. about 1830, Kentucky. 

John Malone married Mary Ann Stephenson. He may be a nephew, but he would 
definitely seem not be directly related to the family of either James Senior or John Junior. 

Hettie Malone, b. about 1830, Kentucky. 

It is somewhat likely that she is the wife of James Malone, b. 1835, grandson of James, 
but a marriage record has yet to be found to confirm this suspicion. In 1860 she is living 
with sons David, b. 1852 and Warrick, b. 1854. 

John Malone, b. about 1837, Kentucky. 

He is a married laborer and is found in the Civil War Draft Registration Rolls for Gibson 
County on 1 July 1863, having served in the 65 th Infantry Indiana. His Civil War service 
record states that he enlisted in the Union Army at Princeton, Indiana on 8 Aug 1862 
under Captain Stillwell in Company B, 65 th Indiana Infantry Regiment. He was born in 
Lexington, Kentucky around 1836. He could be a nephew to both James Senior and John 
Junior by an unknown brother. 

James H. (or W.) Malone (black), b. about 1816, Virginia. 

He is first noted in the 1870 Census, age 54, with: 

Elisha Malone, daughter, age 18, b. 1852 in Indiana. 
Valery Malone, daughter, age 16, b. 1854 in Indiana. 

Eliza Malone (mulatto), b. about 1838, Ohio. 

According to the 1900 Census, her husband was born in Georgia. Thus she is not directly 
related to either of the families being studied in this book. 
She is first found in the 1870 Census, age 32, with: 

Edward Malone, son, age 3, b. 1867 in Indiana. 
He is found in 1910 with his own family: 

Nettie J., wife, b. 1876 in Indiana. 

Albert L., son, b. 1891 in Indiana. 

Alice J., daughter, b. 1892 in Indiana. 
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Edgar J., son, b. 1895 in Indiana. 

Elmer F., son, b. 1898 in Indiana. 

Bertha M., daughter, b. 1901 in Indiana.

Alice J. supposedly married neighbor Raymond Hardiman in 1909, so it is somewhat 
surprising to see her with her maiden name in the 1910 Census. 

Flora Malone married Hiram Harrison in Gibson County on 8 Dec 1883. 

No other records of these individuals were located as part of this research. 

Hugh L. Malone (white), b. about 1867, Illinois. 

His father is from Kentucky and his mother from Pennsylvania. 
He is first found in the 1900 Census, age 33, with: 

Eva, wife, b. 1868 in Indiana. 
They were married around 1891. An account of the suicide attempt that led to his death 
appears in the Princeton Daily Democrat on January 17, 1921, where the story is 
headlined "Farmer Slashes Throat to End His Life."

George Malone (white), b. about 1835 in Ohio. 

His family is shown in the 1860 Census in Mount Vernon - the opposite end of the 
county from Poseyville and Cynthiana, where some of James Senior's and John Junior's 
children lived. Other members of his household include: 

Gillis A., wife, age 24, b. 1836 in Ohio. 

Emaline, daughter, age 8, b. 1852 in Ohio. 

Annie, daughter, age 5, b. 1855 in Ohio. 

Mary, daughter, age 3, b. 1857 in Ohio. 

Cornelia, daughter, age 6 months, b. 1860 in Ohio. 
It appears the family left Posey County before the 1870 Census. 

Charles M. Malone (white), b. about 1843 in Massachusetts. 

He is shown in the 1880 Census at age 37 with: 

Mary A., wife, aged 45. She was born in Indiana, though her parents were from 

England. 

There is an Elanson Malone, who would seem to be their son, with wife ( Loden?) 

that had a 15 year old daughter who died in New Harmony, Indiana on 10 Feb 1899. 

"Dock" Malone (white), b. about 1880 in Illinois. 

He is shown in the 1900 Census at age 20 as a servant. The Browning Genealogy 
Database indicates that he was born to a McLeansboro, Hamilton County clan of Malones 
and moved eastward as he set out on his own. His given name was Thomas B. Malone. 
Shirley Fritsche Malone has studied the Hamilton County Malones for several years and 
has been conclusively demonstrated to the author that there is no direction connection 
between them and either James Senior or John Junior. 
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John Sylvester Malone (white), b. West Virginia, d. 7 Oct 1943. 

John is the father of William Harrison Malone, who was born 17 Jul 1890 in Spencer 
County, Indiana, died 10 Jul 1961 in Cynthiana, Posey, Indiana. His mother's maiden 
name is Julia A. Jackson. William was their fourth child. They lived around Cynthiana. 
There is no evidence of any direct connection to the subjects of this research. 
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Appendix U: Nearby Malone Clans 

In researching this book I have come across many Malone families living mainly along 
both sides of the Wabash River in Indiana and Illinois that mostly appear not to be 
related to our clan. That knowledge is shared here as an aid to future researchers, who 
may be curious whether nearby clans share common ancestry with our clan. It appears 
that if there is common ancestry it is likely two or more generations earlier than the 
generation of James Senior and John Junior. Most of the following are very brief 
synopses of the origins of these various clans, based only on a fairly cursory review of 
Census records and trees on Ancestry.com (which likely are not authoritative on the 
subject). At least one exception is Hamilton County, Illinois, where considerable effort 
has been made at tracing the origins of that clan, and so that section can definitely be 
considered authoritative. 

Primarily, records of nearby clans from 1850 and earlier were of the most interest in 
researching this book, as a lack of other nearby Malone clans prior to the 1850 Census 
would confirm that there likely were no Malones migrating to Gibson County, Indiana 
from nearby counties. Thus, the Malones of Gibson County and upper Posey County 
prior to when the 1850 Census was taken would almost certainly be directly related in 
some manner. 

Illinois, Crawford County 

The 1850 Census contains a record of Alfred Malone' s household of seven (son of James 
Malone, Senior), including his wife and two children, the earliest Malone family found 
there. By 1860 the only other Malone found there is Isaac Malone, who was born in 
Kentucky. He appears to be single, as he is boarding with another family. He and 
Claiborne Malone both patented land in Crawford County on the same day in 1857. 

Illinois, Edgar County 

The first record of a Malone in Edgar County, Illinois is that of John V. Malone, b. 1824 
in Ohio. He married Lockey V. Chrisman in 1854 and they were not found in Edgar 
County after that point. In 1870 there are four Malones (two born in Illinois, two in 
Indiana) that are living in three households. Only one is a head of household, Martha b. 
1844 in Indiana. None would seem to be directly related to our clan. In 1892 Malinda 
Malone, a granddaughter of John Malone III, married Alonzo Jones, indicating the first 
presence of our Malone clan in Edgar County. 

Illinois, Edwards County 

The first Malones found in Census records for Edwards County are some of the orphaned 
children of Andrew Jackson Malone (son of John Malone, Junior) - Willis, Ephraim and 
Eliza. In 1870 they are living with three Bensons. This relatively insignificant fact is 
intriguing, as Sylvester Benson was appointed guardian of the youngest children of John 
Malone b. 1806 (James Senior's son), when he died in 1853: Joseph, Caroline, Amanda 
and Charles. 
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Illinois, Hamilton County 

Early in my research of the Gibson County Malones I made the acquaintance of Shirley 
Malone Fritsche after acquiring from the Mary Smith Fay Genealogy Library in Carmi, 
Illinois a letter written by her some years earlier. At the time she had been seeking 
information on the Malone families of Hamilton and White County, Illinois. She has 
studied her clan for quite some time and is very familiar with their origins and 
migrations. The following is how she summarized this subject in an e-mail dated 28 Jan 
2011: 

"...the Malone family members were quite numerous in some counties of Virginia 
and were detailed quite a bit in the Malone book by Randolph Malone before they 
left Virginia. The counties (loosely) were Sussex, Prince George, and 
Dinwiddle. My ancestor, believed to be Thomas and son William, went to the 
area around Fairfield Co, SC, where my ggg grandfather, William (Jr.) was 
born. From there, they may have lived in Alabama for a short time (per my Gr. 
Grandfather's recollection from his grandfather). Then they went to Monroe Co., 
KY. From there, they went to Hamilton Co., IL. My gg grandfather's third wife's 
children spilled across the county line into White Co., IL. My g grandfather, 
grandfather, Dad, and I were all born in Hamilton Co. That is the nutshell. " 

Later, on 19 May 2001, she added: 

"Have you looked at the Malones in Wayne County, IL? They are (at least 
mostly) descendants of Cuthbert Williamson Malone ofVA, possibly SCfor a 
short time, Jackson Co., TN. (for a very short time), Monroe Co., KY for quite a 
number of years, and finally DeWitt Co., IL. 

"Cuthbert is supposed to be a son of William Malone, which made Cuthbert a 
brother to the William Malone who came to Hamilton Co, IL in 1827 (or 
thereabouts), who was the father of William Logan Malone -- my gr gr. 
grandfather.. In a round-about-way I just said that Cuthbert was my gr. gr. gr. 
uncle. " 

Her direct clan lived throughout Hamilton County and the western part of White County, 
whereas those of the Gibson County Malones that migrated to White County lived mostly 
in the northeastern part of the County and very few have been found in Hamilton County, 
Illinois. 

Illinois, Lawrence County 

In 1830 there is one Malone household living in Lawrence County 

• Benj. F. Malone, with a household of four individuals. 

In 1840 there are four Malone households living in Lawrence County: 

• Fra Malone, with a household of 8 individuals. 

• J B Malone, with a household of 7 individuals. 

• Jno Malone, with a household of 3 individuals. 

• Jno Malone, with a household of 9 individuals. 
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The second and fourth families noted above are living just a few households apart, 
whereas the first and third families are more dispersed, at least in the order they appear 
on the Census rolls. 

In the 1850 Census we find: 

• Benjamin Franklin Malone, born 1808 in Kentucky, and he is living with his 
wife, Isabella, and five children aged up to 12 years old. This family would seem 
to be a good match to the "Fra Malone" household of 8 noted above. 

• John Malone, born 1812 in Kentucky, and he is living with his wife, Celeste, and 
four children aged up to 11 years old. This family is a good match to the three 
person household of "Jno Malone" noted above. 

It is not known what became of the other two Malone households, whom it seems likely 
were father and son. 

Based upon probate records as detailed in Volume 1, both men in the 1850 Census are 
known to be sons of John Malone, Junior. 

Illinois, Wabash County 

The first Malone family found in Census records for Wabash County is Benjamin 
Malone, son of James Junior and grandson of James Senior. He is living with his wife, 
Laura Jane and two children. 

Illinois, White County 

The first record of any Malone in White County, Illinois was the marriage of Thomas 
Malone (possibly the son of James Malone, Senior) and Catherine Heasty in 1837. Soon 
after there was record of Charles Malone, who died in 1838 (Son of John Malone, 
Junior). 

Next was the family of Thomas Malone, head of a household of 8 in the 1840 Federal 
Census. The family is not found there when the Census is taken 10 years later. 

In 1850 George Malone of Tennessee is found there living with the Brown family, where 
he is apparently a single boarder. 

In 1860 George is living with the Thomas L. Ross family. He married Libra Ross (likely 
the wife of Thomas) on 22 Nov 1860. She is presumably his wife "Ellen" that is found in 
later Census records. He is found in the 1865 Illinois Census listed as G. A. Malone. 

Thomas Malone, head of a household of 8, is shown in the 1865 Illinois Census, where 
we find the following members of the household: 

• 1 male aged under 10 

• 1 male aged 10 to 20 

• 2 males aged 20 to 30 

• 1 male aged 30 to 40 

• 1 male aged 50 to 60 
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• 1 female aged 10 to 20, and 

• 1 female aged 50 to 60. 



As noted, earlier, in the 1870 Census we find our first Gibson County Malone family, that 
of Thomas Malone, and we also find Thomas Malone, b. 1810 in Tennessee. The latter is 
living in a household of five Malones. Their gender and age attributes are a better match 
for the 1865 Illinois Census records than those of the former, so they are most likely the 
family shown in that Census. 

There are other Malone families from Tennessee in the 1870 Census: William Malone's 
household of seven; John Malone, a single boarder; George Malone with his household of 
five; and others. There is also George Malone, b. 1851 in Illinois, who is perhaps the 
first Hamilton County Malone to spill into White County. 

The Tennessee Malones found in the 1870 Census appear to have migrated from Smith 
and Dekalb Counties, Tennessee to White County, Illinois via Muhlenberg County, 
Kentucky. Many members of the extended family eventually moved to Randolph 
County, Arkansas, principally in the vicinity of Reyno. 

Indiana, Daviess County 

The first Malones do not appear in Daviess County, Indiana until the 1850 Census, when 
Thomas, Michael and Michael arrive from Ireland. With the Gibson County Malones 
arriving from Ireland around 1770, it could be that this new group is distantly related to 
our clan, though for several decades there is no migration between the two clans, 
suggesting they are more likely unrelated. At present there seem to be no trees on 
Ancestry.com to give a clue to where in Ireland these Malones emigrated from. 

Indiana, Knox County 

The first Malones do not appear in Federal Census records for Knox County until 1860. 
At that time, Hanna Malone of Indiana is living with the Greenhour family, where it 
appears that she is probably one of their children. There is also an Eliza Malone of 
Pennsylvania living with Ruth Doran. It appears she may be her daughter. 

Indiana, Pike County 

The first Census record of a Malone family in Pike County is the 1850 record for William 
Malone, b. 1823 in Ireland, though he is missing from subsequent records there. In the 
1880 Census Ephraim Malone, his wife and daughter lived in Logan Township, Pike 
County, which is a short distance north of Oakland City, Gibson County. Ephraim was a 
son of Andrew Jackson Malone, who lived nearby in Gibson County. 

Indiana, Sullivan County 

In the 1830 Census, Redman Malone makes his first appearance in Sullivan County 
Census records. Decades later, Alva C. Malone, son of Alfred Malone, moved to 
Sullivan County, but there is nothing to suggest this was done to move closer to distant 
family. At least one seemingly well documented tree on Ancestry.com has him born in 
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1803 in Kentucky, son of Benjamin Malone, b. 1780 in Brunswick, Virginia. This is 
likely not a closely related Malone clan. 

Indiana, Vanderburgh County 

The first Malone family found in Vanderburgh County, Indiana is found in the 1860 
Census record of Christ Malone, b. 1835 in Germany. He is not found in later Census 
records. He had a number of daughters and it is somewhat likely that they may have 
married and established families in Vanderburgh County. 

Indiana, Vermillion County 

In 1830 there are several Malones living in Vermillion County. There seems to be no 
clear indication of where these Malones originated. Vermillion County is several 
counties distant from Gibson County, so it is not likely that they are closely related. 

Indiana, Vigo County 

The 1820 Census lists the family of Samuel Malone living in Vigo County, Indiana. 
Various trees on Ancestry.com attribute his ancestors as coming from North Carolina, so 
it is not very likely that this clan is closely related to our clan. 

Indiana, Warrick County 

The first Malones of Warrick County are found in the 1880 Census. They are the two 
children of Andrew Jackson Malone and Alcinda (Cox) Malone. They are living with her 
and her third husband, Henry Davis and his children. 

KENTUCKY, HENDERSON COUNTY 

The first Malone in Henderson County, Kentucky is found in the 1860 Census - James 
Malone, b. 1838 in Virginia. 

Kentucky, Union County 

The first Malone family appears in Union County, Kentucky at the 1860 Census. He is 
C. A. Malone, b. 1822 in Pennsylvania, head of a household of nine, of which seven are 
Malones. 
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Appendix V: A look at Irish Naming Traditions 

According to Ginni Swanton 's Family Research Website, in the past many Irish families 
followed fairly uniform naming traditions, though the traditions did sometimes vary 
between regions. According to family lore, our family came from Ireland the generation 
before James and John. So this section will look at how the names that James and John 
gave to their children compare to such traditions. If we find that their generation, and 
perhaps one or more subsequent generations used these traditions, it could provide some 
additional insight into the names of their parents and grandparents. 

The basic naming tradition is as follows: 

Oldest son named after the Father's father 
2nd son named after the Mother's father 
3rd son named after the Father 
4th son named after the Father's oldest brother 

Oldest daughter named after the Mother's mother 
2nd daughter named after the Father's mother 
3rd daughter named after the Mother 
4th daughter named after the Mother's oldest sister 

• 2nd wife's oldest daughter named after the first wife, using her full name 

We'll first look at the family of James, and then of John. We'll also look at the families 
of their children to see where this tradition may or may not have been utilized. 
Unfortunately, we can't know the correct birth order of either family, as there were 
children that did not survive long enough to be found in public records and their graves 
may have been lost or destroyed. 

James' Family 

We know that by 1810 James had at least three children: one son, who we know to be 
John Malone; and two daughters who have not been identified and probably died before 
adulthood. If John is the first male child it would suggest James' father's name is also 
John. However, if there was another unknown son, John would be named after John 
Hunter, Christiana' s father. 

With at least two of their youngest daughters not surviving to adulthood, there is no clue 
to the name of either James' or Christiana's mother. Their third known daughter was 
named Eliza, so she is not named after Christiana, as tradition would suggest. But then 
they could have had other daughters that we don't know of that didn't survive to 
adulthood. We know from www.johnhunterfamily.org that Christiana's oldest and only 
known sister was named Margaret. Thus we've failed to find any evidence of the use of 
naming traditions in James' family. 
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John's Family 

We know that by 1810 John had two sons, Benjamin Franklin and Thomas Jefferson. 
With John's father most likely named John (or perhaps Patrick), and Christiana's father 
being named John, there is no evidence of the naming tradition being utilized. If Betsy 
Hunter was also a child of John Hunter (which is by no means certain), then it would 
appear that the first child was not named after him. If so, again there is no indication of 
naming traditions in use. 

The First Daughter of Second Wives 

Perhaps the easiest tradition to verify is the naming of the second wife's oldest daughter 
with the full name of the first wife. If we find any families where it appears that this 
tradition may have been used, we'll further examine those families to see if there is also 
evidence of the other traditions being use. So let's see what we find. 

James' Family 

We know from Table 2 in Volume 1 that James' sons Thomas, Alfred, Absalom and 
Elijah each were married more than once. 

• Thomas was married to Mary Ann Bane for 20 years before marrying Emma 
Walker in 1861. We know of only one daughter of Emma's and her name was 
Nora. Thus there is no evidence of naming traditions being utilized here. 

• Alfred was first married to Elizabeth Ann Fisher. His second wife, Addie, is not 
known to have had a daughter. Thus there is no evidence of naming traditions 
being utilized here. 

• Absalom was first married to Parmelia Williams. His second wife, Annie, is not 
known to have had a daughter. Thus there is no evidence of naming traditions 
being utilized here. 

• Elijah first married Nancy Harris. His second wife, Artemesia Pedigo, is not 
known to have had a daughter. Is third wife, Catherine Blackerty, had a daughter 
named Effie May. Thus there is no evidence of naming traditions being utilized 
here. 

John's Family 

We know from Table 4 in Volume 1 that John's sons Thomas, Andrew, Absalom and 
David had more than one wife. 

• Thomas was first married to Rhoda Baldwin. She named her daughter Rhoda, so 
there is no evidence of naming traditions being utilized in this family. 

• Andrew first married Lydia Ann Yager. His second wife, Alcinda Cox, is not 
known to have had a daughter while married to him, thus there is no evidence of 
naming traditions being utilized here. 

• Absalom first married Marinda Lynn. His second wife, Sarah Elizabeth Kennett, 
had a daughter named Adelaid Marind Malone. Adelaid's second daughter is 
named Elizabeth, also consistent with tradition. However her first daughter's 
name, Margaret, is not consistent with the name of her husband's mother, 
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Catherine. Thus, there is possibly some evidence of naming traditions being used 
in this family. 
• David first married Julia Culpurnia Yerkes. His second wife, Mary Emily 
Thompson, is not known to have had a daughter, so there is no evidence of 
naming traditions being utilized in this family. 

Thus with one small possible exception, there is no evidence of Irish naming traditions at 
work in these families. 

The First Three Sons of James' and John's Children 

Let's examine the names of the first three male children born to James' and John's 
children's families to see if, perhaps, at least this tradition was observed to any extent. 

James' Family 

The first son should be named James if tradition in followed, the second son's name 
should be the same as the wife's father, and the third son's name should be the same as 
the father.

Based upon this analysis, only Elijah, and perhaps Thomas, may be using traditional 
naming patterns (perhaps because they married into families with Catholic heritage?). 
But a further investigation of both families fails to find further evidence of the use of 
naming patterns for their daughters (at least not for those daughters that survived long 
enough to show up in public records), suggesting that traditional naming patterns were 
not used by these families. 
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John's Family 

The first son should be named John if tradition is followed, and the second son's name 
should be the same as the wife's father.

A Look at the Naming of James' and John's Children 

We know that both James and John have children with the same name. Let's take a look 
at this to see if there is any connection to traditional naming patterns. With James and 
John being the first generation not born in Ireland, the chance that they utilized these 
traditions is probably greater than for their descendants, who would have had more time 
to adopt the traditions of their friends and neighbors. 

There are few daughters in these two families, so it is difficult to surmise whether 
traditional naming patterns were used in the naming of females. In John's family, there is 
only Emily. If these patterns were utilized, this suggests that Elizabeth's mother's name 
may have been Emily. 

In James' family the first two daughters did not survive long enough to be identified. 
The second daughter apparently died in infancy, possibly before the birth of the third 
daughter, Eliza Ann. Christiana's mother was Elizabeth Osman. The second child may 
have been given her name, only to die in early childhood. It is possible to speculate 
further that the name was "recycled" and given to the third child, Eliza, who arrived after 
the death of daughter number two. However, in this time period "Eliza" was not 
generally considered a nickname for "Elizabeth," as a number of Wabash Valley families 
had two daughters named Eliza and Elizabeth. There are insufficient facts to determine 
whether the naming of any of the daughters of James or John derived from traditional 
naming patterns. 

Analyzing the naming patterns of the male children of James and John is a bit more 
useful, as there are plenty of males in both families. Though we don't know with 
sufficient certainty that there are not other unknown male children, or where they may fit 
in birth order.

Naming Patterns for James' Male Children 

James was married to Christiana Hunter in late 1805. So John, who was born the 
following year, would definitely be their first child. If John Malone, b. 1754, was James' 
father, as suggested by circumstantial evidence, then it is possible that their first child 
was named according to tradition. 

His second son should be named after his wife's father, John Hunter, but since the name 
John has already been utilized, it appears that he was named after the father (James), as is 
usually customary for the third son. 

If traditional naming patterns were being utilized, and there are no other unknown sons of 
James and Christiana, it could be that Thomas is the name of James' oldest brother. 

Naming Patterns for John's Male Children 

John Malone, Junior was married to Betsy Hunter in late 1806 and Benjamin, born 1808, 
was their first male child. Since we don't know for certain that Benjamin was born in 
1808 (only that he was born around that time), it is somewhat possible that they had a 
child prior to Benjamin. It is conceivable that the first child was named John, but died 
sometime after the birth of their son Thomas. That could explain why John was their 
third child - that he was their second child named John. 

John's second known male son was named Thomas. If traditional naming patterns were 
used, this suggests the name of Betsy's father was Thomas. Our best guess at the name 
of father is John Hunter. If this is true, the naming traditions were not utilized in regard 
to the wife's father. 

The name of John's third known male son is John, and thus he is named after the father, 
as dictated by tradition. 
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The fourth known male child was Andrew, suggesting this could be the name of his 
oldest brother. However, this contradicts the findings for James' family. It is clear that 
insufficient facts are available to derive any meaning from the naming of John's children. 

Conclusion 

The fact that the younger children of both James and John had the same or similar names 
suggests there was a pattern at work in the naming of their children. However, there are 
insufficient details about anonymous children, and we don't know for certain who Betsy 
Hunter's father was, thus we don't know enough about her family to be able to infer 
anything. But at the very least this cursory analysis could prove useful to future 
researchers, if records of James' or John's possible ancestors are ever located. Any 
match to other families containing children with these names presented in similar order 
would at least warrant closer scrutiny. 
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Appendix W: y-DNA Testing 

Ancestry.com advocates two main types of DNA testing as being of interest to 
genealogists: Y chromosome testing for male descendants and mitochondrial testing for 
female descendants. The latter is of particular importance, as the Y chromosome is 
passed from father to son. The former is of less interest since X chromosomes are passed 
from both father and mother. Refer to Ancestry.com or other for a full explanation of the 
purpose and usefulness of these tests. 

This section will give a general overview of the topic and summarize what is currently 
known of the genetic makeup of descendants and ancestors of the Gibson County 
Malones. 

Sex Chromosomes 

There are two types of sex chromosomes in mammals - X and Y. The pairing of these 
types of chromosomes determines the sex of offspring. Both male and female offspring 
retain one of their mother's X chromosomes. The male offspring's Y chromosome is 
contributed by the father. The female offspring's second X chromosome is contributed by 
the father' s mother. 

Y Chromosomes 

Thus, Y chromosomes pass on traits from father to son. By checking different locations 
of repeating DNA sequences on a chromosome we can learn something about the kinship 
of different people because the number of times that sequences repeat can differ among 
men. The greater the degree of similarity of test results, the greater the degree of 
relatedness between two individuals. A difference of two or three mismatches between 
individuals is considered genealogically significant. 

Even with a 46 Y-chromosome test, matching on all 46 markers only guarantees a 
common ancestor within 1 to 10 generations, as we don't know the extent of differences 
for all the other markers on the chromosome. But with sufficient knowledge of known 
common ancestors, especially with results from known relatives who have also had their 
DNA tested, it is possible to reduce the degree of possible variation, offering more 
precision in interpreting results. This subject is well beyond the author's level of 
expertise. As such I defer to Ancestry.com and other authorities for more information on 
this topic.

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Interpreting DNA Test Results 

The results for the author and Randolph Scofield Malone suggest that their paper 
genealogy trails are accurate. This is significant in light of the at times slender threads 
that have connected them with their ancestors. There is not else much that can be 
inferred from the test results noted in the previous table. But at some future point, as 
more and more people get tested, we may find people that can provide clues to earlier 
family connections that will provide additional opportunities for tracing our shared 
branch of the Malone family tree. 

If the paper trail of some individuals claiming to be descended from the early colonial 
Malone families (which are documented in Randolph Malone' s book Malone and Allied 
Families) is correct, then my DNA test results establish that our clan is not closely related 
to that clan. That's not too surprising, since it seems likely that our clan did not 
immigrate to America until 1770. If we are related to the colonial Malones it would be 
several generations back before even they had come to America. 

As more male Malone descendants of our clan have their y-DNA tested we will learn 
more about rates of genetic mutation among various branches of the family. This 
information will help to more accurately determine how many generations back that we 
share a most recent common ancestor with other families, perhaps including those with a 
different surname. 

Possible direct male Malone descendants that find this book are encouraged to have DNA 
testing to contribute to what is known about our clan. 
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Appendix X: Significant Events of the 1 800s 

In the following timeline, only events of the 1800s are covered, as by the end of 1901 all 
of the children of James Malone, Senior or John Malone, Junior had died. The timeline is 
intended to provide a general context for understanding the movements of their families, 
which were often caused by external forces that were at work at the time. It is generally 
limited to those events thought to possibly influence members of our Malone clan. Wars, 
financial panics, major disease outbreaks and other events had great influence, as did the 
opening of western lands for settlement. A war might mean the loss of a family member, 
but it might also mean a bounty land grant or cash needed to start fresh somewhere else. 
Financial panics meant ruin for some and great opportunities for others. Changes in 
transportation technology increased opportunities for people to live elsewhere, and 
increasing industrialization led many people to migrate from farms to cities. 

The primary value of this timeline is as an aid to understanding what may have happened 
to various descendants. Did the availability of cheap land in western territories cause 
them to move elsewhere? Did they experience financial ruin or an unexpected windfall? 
Could they or their loved ones have been affected by an epidemic of disease? Did the 
railroad create job opportunities that promised a better life? Did military experience 
expose them to more desirable places to live, or provide them with valuable skills and 
experience needed to land a government job?

Appendix Y: Selected Writings of Dr. Alfred Malone 

The following are samples of some of the writings of Dr. Alfred Malone presented in 
order of their printing. Alfred held strong views in medicine, politics and religion and 
shared them freely with all who would listen.

From Chicago Medical Times, Volume 5, (published 1872), page 433 is the following 
article from The Chicago Medical Times , Vol. IV, No. 10, Jan 1873, page 1: 

"THE CRISIS. " 
Under this caption, some time ago, I wrote a piece for the Times, which has brought 
about my ears a buzz of condemnation and commendation Condemnation from writers in 
the Times, and commendation from writers to myself. 

I shall now, by your permission, pay my respects to the writers in the Times. 

As to Dr. Van Dewalker, I know nothing, and his piece needs no comment from me 
further than his praise of Dr. Scudder and others, whose denial of the use of certain 
agencies he publishes, vindicating him and them, and thereby aspersing others. To him 
and them I leave that matter. 

Then comes a piece from Dr. Davis. Next Dr. Kelly pitches in. Then comes the editorial, 
whose ring indicates the true metal. That editorial has raised the Times fifty per cent, in 
my estimation. 

With these preliminaries, I now proceed to the business under consideration. In the first 
place I would state that, in my former communication,! distinctly affirmed that I had not 
seen the proceedings of the National Eclectic Medical Association, but wrote from the 
representations of a highly respected physician. This whittles down some of Dr. Kelly's 
ridicule. 

Dr. Davis 'article, in the main, is a manly production, though not altogether so. He avers 
that he has never prescribed "one grain of antimony, calomel, copper, lead, " &c; and is 
therefore, thus far, a true eclectic. But why his opposition to a resolution denouncing 
their use? Oh, forsooth, it deprives us of '"the right of enjoying our opinion"! It does no 
such thing. If it be the private opinion of a physician to use these agencies, then it is his 
right to do so; but let him do so honestly. The allopathic profession is open to him; and if 
he use these, it matters not how much he may differ from that segment of the profession in 
other respects, the right hand of fellowship is freely accorded him, And, if it ever be right, 
even in extreme cases, to use them, it is always right. Therefore the honor and dignity of 
our manhood dictate that we should fraternize with those nearest our faith and practice. 
It is nonsense to talk about theories of disease dividing us. Many allopaths, in regular 
standing in the profession, entertain the same theory of disease that the majority of 
eclectics do, and vice versa. 
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Dr. Davis admits that "the fathers of eclecticism" demonstrated the "defects" of 
allopathic practice. How? By demonstrating that .' arsenic, antimony, calomel, corrosive 
sublimate, copper, blue pill, lead, " &c. "were destructive to the constitution and life. " So 
they did. Nor were they afraid to write, speak, and resolve against their use. If they did 
so, and were right, how is it wrong for us? And had they not done so, where would 
eclecticism have been to-day? Dr. Davis would not have been In existence to-day as an 
eclectic. But he, unlike Dr. Kelly, admits our system to be "unique, " because it was and is 
"revolutionary" in "doctrine and practice. " 

Dr. Davis' Eclecticism is liberal in spirit, and allows every one, in "practice, to be 
regulated by his own mature convictions and consciousness, " provided only that he uses 
no agencies to permanently impair vital integrity. And, Dr. Davis, it m was in 
consequence of the war upon these agencies that "the fathers of eclecticism" gave you 
and others the position you now occupy in Eclectic medicine. If they were "illiberal and 
narrowminded, " Drs. Davis and Kelly should be the last men to complain; inasmuch as 
these very principles, fought out by "the fathers of eclecticism, " have given them their 
position and prominence. 

It is nonsense to aver, it is untrue in fact, to say, that they, or others in the eclectic 
profession, are superior to allopaths in talents, medical lore in all the various branches 
of medicine, save only the distinctive features of practical eclecticism. There are hosts 
upon hosts in the ranks of allopathy to whom the " narrow-minded" eclectics, and even 
therenowned Drs. Davis and Kelly, are immeasurably inferior. 

You, gentleman, are now, at least indirectly, indebted to the herculean labors and 
scientific attainments of allopaths, for your knowledge of anatomy, physiology, 
pathology, surgery and obstetrics. 

Why, then, their partial failure and the success of eclectics? Mainly because of the 
differences in the agencies used. One is impotent in the cure of disease, leaving a life- 
long sting in the system; the other is potent and innocuous. And who but "the fathers of 
eclecticism" first demonstrated this? And why turn upon these men who have given us 
position and notoriety? 

But Dr. Davis says we must not "draw lines, " make distinctive features in" our practice. 
If any one wishes to give calomel, arsenic, etc., and his patients are willing to take them, 
they have an undoubted right to do so; but, to be honest, they must do so as allopaths, 
and not as eclectics. Let such fraternize with their medical faith in this particular. To give 
these, however much they may differ upon other points, is a fraternization with allopaths. 

Nor need unfriendly relations exist between eclectic and allopathic physicians. The 
curriculum of study, the time and qualifications for graduation, are alike in both schools. 
The distinctive features in the agencies employed by the two schools are the main 
differences existing. Thus much for Dr. Davis and Eclecticism. 
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We now attend to Dr. Kelly. In as much as he used no arguments, but irony, ridicule, 
contempt, for all who do not run in his rut, dubbing them as "narrow-minded, " "ignoble, " 
etc., the animus of his article does not deserve grave consideration. 

1. 1 am "spread eagle" in style and character. My former article is not before me; but I 
will, leave it to the good sense of our readers to determine whose is of the "spread-eagle" 
kind. For "spread-eagle" style, for assumption of superiority, for high-wrought figures 
and fancies, for ad captandum appeals, I think Dr. Kelly is a finished graduate of the first 
water. 

2. He " sympathizes " with my "efforts to save the country! " How is that for high ? Is this 
not of the '• spread-eagle, " clap-trap style? Men generally, when pushed to the wall, 
resort to such grandiose efforts. 

3. But Beach, Jones and Morrow are treated to Allopathic doses of irony, ridicule, 
contempt. One "pukes with lobelia, " and the others "purge with podophyllin. " This 
"spread-eagle" writer would bring into disrepute two of the best articles of the Materia 
Medica; articles, I venture to say, the discussion and use of which have given him his 
most prominence. 

4. But my "child-like ignorance" and "dishonesty" give upward flight to this "spread- 
eagle" writer. Why? Because I spoke of excluding certain agencies from internal use. • 
He, therefore, deduced my " ignorance " in not knowing that thesewould be absorbed, and, 
therefore, as objectionable as if used internally. I purposely used the word "internal" as 
many professing to be Eclectics; reject their internal use, yet cilng, in some instances,, to 
the external use of some of these agencies. 

Does he think that any one is so "ignorant, " so* "narrow-minded " as not to know that 
many agents, used externally are as objectionable as if used internally ? Have all the 
wisdom, prudence, learning and ability of the profession centered in and must they die 
with Dr. Kelley! 

5. He professes to ignore the fact that many professing to be Eclectics use mercurials, 
antimony,, arsenic, &c. This, Doctor, is disingenuous. Im 1856, 1 think it was, I attended 
apart of a course: of lectures in the A. M. College in order to burnish up a little. Some 
who attended these, also attended the E. M. Institute. Some of these openly declared that 
some of the professors in the E. M. Institute recommended mercurials in certain diseases. 
This I know. Dr. Massie, of Texas, once Professor there, /know, recommends, in his work 
on Practice, calomel, blue pills, tartar emetic, and all the Old School remedies, and in 
doses that outallopath Allopaths themselves. And it was because of this work he was 
translated from the plains of Texas to a chair in the E. M. Institute. There is no use in 
trying to dodge this question. Many professed Eclectics are using mercurials, arsenic, 
&c. Why, then, should not a resolution denouncing their use by Eclectics be passed 
inconvention? Hard words denouncing their use by Allopaths may be used ad infitum, 
and "all goes as merry as a marriage bell; " but be careful, O, so careful, when talking 
about Eclectics using them! Walk gingerly over their sore toes! Or may be, the superior 
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attainments of these gentlemen can transmute these destructive agencies in the hands of 
Allopaths into innocuous remedies in the hands of " the progressive Eclectics! " 

6. Eclecticism is not " unique. " If not, Doctor, what is it? You call it a system; that it is 
unequal; without another of the same kind known to exist. This is Webster's definition of 
the word " unique ; " but Webster was an old fogy! Other men, " narrowminded " though 
they be, men who are " ignorant" enough, in the estimation of Dr. Kelley, not "to save the 
country, " but to try to save innocuous, efficient medication from mongrels and hybrids, 
are not to be satirized, ridiculed, jeered out of the only safe course for the salvation of 
true Eclecticism. 

We are aware that, since the days of "the fathers of Eclecticism, " improvements have 
been made and are making in our Materia Medica, Pharmacy and Therapeutics; and that 
these "fathers " contemplated these improvements. But the central idea, the foundation 
corner-stone of Eclecticism — the husbanding of the powers of nature, the giving only of 
innocuous medicines, the rejection of mercurials, arsenic, &c. — cannot be improved. 

Why should such men seek to fraternize withEclectics? Why keep up such an 
organization? Everything for which they contend may be effected in the allopathic 
organization. Do they contend that fever is disease? So do Allopaths. That fever is not 
disease? So do Allopaths. That it is an' inability of an organ or organs to perform their 
physiological functions ? So do Allopaths. In one word, every kind of doctrine has been 
taught in the allopathic school, and without ostracising one another. So have all kinds of 
practice. Nor is it material with them how they practice, or what they give, only they must 
not omit to give mercurials. With them, give these, and the right hand of fellowship leaps 
from brother to brother! 

And, Drs. Davis and Kelly, the exclusion of these agents in Eclectic practice should be 
our watchword. We fight the agents, not the men who use them. Personally they may be 
as good or better than those who exclude them. Let them, however, fraternize with those 
of their faith. Let them not give to true Eclectics a factitious popularity or unpopularity, 
success or failure. As to the men, we may be intimate, friendly, social with them; with the 
theory, never. Just so with Allopaths. We have as good friends amongst Allopaths as 
amongst others; but they know that we are uncompromising as to their peculiar agents, 
Exclude or add mercurials, arsenic and a very few other agents, and Allopates and 
Eclectics would be one immediately. 

In conclusion, I still affirm that there should bea National Eclectic Convention called to 
exclude, by resolution, these deleterious agents. To be honest to our principles, we 
cannot well avoid itEclectics hold out to the public that they do exclude them; when, at 
the same time, many sailing under Eclectic colors use them, and many more become 
alarmed and excited at the mention of the subject, yet they disclaim their use!

"DEAR BROTHER RUSSELL:— I send you a brief synopsis of some discourses I recently 
delivered at Paris, Ills., hoping that it will not be uninteresting to yourself and the 
readers of the TOWER. 

"Yours in the blessed hope, 
"ALFRED MALONE. 

"Because we trust in the living God, who is the Saviour of all men. " 1 Tim. 4:10. 

"Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom. " 
Luke 12:32. 

"And behold! a great crowd, which no one could have numbered, out of every nation, and 
of all tribes, and peoples, and languages, standing before the throne and in the presence 
of the Lamb, invested with white robes and palm branches in their hands. " Rev. 7:9. 

"These are those coming out of the great affliction, and they washed their robes and 
whitened them in the blood of the Lamb. On this account they are before the throne of 
God." Rev. 7:14,15. 

From these Scriptures and others of their class I deduced that:— 

(1) God is the Saviour of all men from the Adamic sin and death. (2) To accomplish this, 
he is the Saviour at first of a very few, a "little flock. " (3) And in the work of this 
salvation he is the Saviour of a great crowd. 

In the first, salvation from Adamic sin and death, is the great aim to be attained and is 
builded upon God's philanthropy and the eternal fitness of things.

The threats that met the sinning pair were, "In the day thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die;" "Cursed is the ground for thy sake; in pain shalt thou eat of it all the days of 
thy life;" "and in the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread till thou return unto the 
ground, for out of it wast thou taken; for dust thou art, and to dust shalt thou return. "

Man, therefore, 
must die; but thank God! a Ransom was prepared to take him out of this death. "As by 
Adam all die, even so by Christ shall all be made alive! " 
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"Forasmuch, then, as the children are partakers of flesh and blood, he also himself took 
part of the same; that through death he might destroy him that had power of death, that 
is, the devil. " Heb. 2:14. "For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just for the 
unjust. " 1 Pet. 3:18. "Behold the Lamb of God that taketh away the sin of the world. " 
John 1:29. That is, Jesus as the sacrifice for the sin of the world, released all from that 
condemnation and opened the way for restoring all to perfection- -thus removing sin and 
its penalty— death. 

With these and other Scriptures of like import, which I cannot quote here, it is 
unchangeably fixed and unalterably true, that all men shall be restored to the Adamic life 
through the Ransom. And as all sinned and died in or by Adam, so God being just, after 
the ransom was paid, the Redeemer controls all and may restore all to Adamic life and 
perfection; and then put them upon trial for themselves, not Adam for them; they will live 
for, or in, their own obedience; or die for their own sins. 

2. To accomplish this, He is the Saviour of a very few— a "little flock. " 

"Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom. " If to 
"the little flock" he gives the kingdom, makes them rulers with him in the kingdom, and 
"partakers of the Divine nature, " this is a special salvation he does not give to all. 

"Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way that leadeth to life, and few there be 
that find it. " Matt. 7:14. This life is immortality, and the relationship corresponds. They 
were living— justified before, but the strait gate and narrow way led to another— a 
different life. This salvation is only for "the little flock. " 

"For many be called, but few chosen. " Matt. 20:16. This does not make God partial. He 
was under no kind of obligation to make any of the race immortal rulers. But this is a 
striking glory conferred upon the "little flock"; those that "suffer with Christ that they 
may reign with him. " It is an election by grace for kingship and priesthood in the 
kingdom. This salvation is only for "the little flock, "for the Bride of Christ, for members 
of his Body; and here there can be only so many. Christ's Body is not to be a monstrosity, 
but perfect and complete. And though "many " may run for this honor, it is only the "few, " 
the approved, who shall be crowned. Paul therefore urges these "to so run, " that ye may 
receive the crown, lest, if we do not so run, others shall receive our crown! 

Now in this day many have lost sight of this great truth. We are not generally taught that 
if we do not die to the world, consecrate, be "a peculiar people, a royal priesthood, a 
holy nation, zealous of good works, " we shall lose the crown, or be excluded from "the 
marriage supper of the Lamb. " 

Now it is popular, honorable, and leads to wealth and fame to belong to some so-called 
orthodox church, but in Paul's day, it meant the loss of caste, of riches and honor, and 
even life itself to be a member of the true Church. Pure Christianity is unchanged; now, 
as then, "they that live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution. "And, if we are not 
partakers of this persecution, of this dishonor, we "are bastards and not sons. " That is, 
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many claim to be children of God, to belong to "the little flock, " to the consecrating ones, 
whereas they only have "a name to live while they are dead" to this life of toil and labor 
and entire obedience to God! 

Now, as in Paul's day, true believers must continue to "fill up that which is behind of the 
afflictions of Christ in their "flesh for his body's sake, which is the Church. " The Head 
consecrated, suffered and died for the great honor of being King and Priest; and so must 
all the members of his Body partake of the sufferings in order to be partakers of his glory. 
Every vestige of sin and uncleanness must be covered by the blood of the mercy -seat, the 
Christian "reckoned" holy by the atonement, or there can be no such acceptable 
sacrificing, and without the sacrifice no reign with Christ. 

They must be "killed all the day long, and accounted as sheep for the slaughter"— "must 
endure all things for the elect's sake, that they may obtain the salvation which is in Christ 
Jesus with eternal glory. " 

As yet the world is not fully ready for restitution to Adamic life and perfection, as the 
Body of Christ is not yet complete. But so soon as the last member shall have finished his 
sacrifice, so soon shall the full work of restitution begin. 

3. And, in the work of this salvation, he is the Saviour of a great crowd. It could not be 
otherwise. If the gospel call to the "many" is not compulsory to an entire consecration, 
then many who start and are honest will not obtain the prize; and these, though losing the 
crown, may be "saved in the day of Christ. " 

Having failed to make an entire consecration, they, in the great time of trouble that shall 
come upon all the world, may then and there come "up through great afflictions, washing 
their robes and making them white in the blood of the Lamb. " 

Forgiveness of sins or their punishment, or both, not only take place in this age, but will 
be continued in the age to come. "Wherefore I say unto you, All manner of sin and 
blasphemy shall be forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy against the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men. And whosoever speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world, neither in the world to come. " Matt. 12:31,32. 

The age to come is to be an age of mercy and forgiveness, as well as this. All sins may be 
forgiven there except the sin against the Holy Ghost. Those who have utterly apostatized 
here cannot be forgiven there; but the honest, though weak ones, who have failed of the 
crown now through the weaknesses of the flesh, may be forgiven there, or suffer "many 
stripes" for the wrong doings of this age, and finally get "near the throne" and live 
forever! 

This is not the leading feature of that Restitution age, but grows out of the higher life and 
ruler ship offered "the little flock. " So that, thank God! they who fail to win the crown may 
obtain eternal life "near the throne "! 
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"And that servant, who knew the will of his master, and was not prepared, nor did 
according to his will, he shall be beaten with many stripes. " Luke 12:47. This, with other 
scriptures, teaches that Christians, servants of the Lord, they that knew and did not the 
will of God, shall in the age to come suffer therefor. This is not eternal misery, but "many 
stripes "; and these "stripes " are corrective, and not vindictive nor eternal. It is not "the 
second death" either; for "stripes" are not used to kill or destroy, but to correct. 

The "few stripes" to those who did things worthy of them, because they knew not their 
Master's will, will be administered to those who have never heard of the Ransom; these 
are not even professed Christians, but belong to that larger class—the world— all men— 
that God will have come unto the knowledge of truth. First saved from the Adamic death, 
through the ransom, then brought where truth is, and placed on trial, to live for his own 
obedience, or to die for his own sins. 

The world is not now on trial, nor has it ever yet been. Adam was tried and failed, and all 
men in him. The new trial of the world cannot take place until the Head and Body of 
Christ are prepared to offer it. The Head of the Christ has been tried and triumphed. 
"The little flock" is now on trial, and when it shall have triumphed and been joined to the 
Head, then the trial of the world shall commence. When the King and Queen --the Christ 
and his Bride— shall have been married, then, and not until then, shall "the times of 
restitution" bear their perfected fruits. The "little flock" are not to be restored; they are to 
stand out as bright stars, and shine as the sun over a restored earth. The restored earth 
and its restored lord- -mankind- -will be indeed grand, but the "little flock, " the Body of 
Christ, his Bride with the Head is the grandest of all! far above angels as well as men. 

The pure wife is the glory of a pure husband; the redeemed, glorified Bride is the glory of 
Christ, and Christ is the glory of God! Everything in its own proper place and time; but 
"God over all blessed forever" !

The religious and political affiliations of John Malone, Senior are not known. 

Generation 2 

Stormont: " James Malone, Sr., and wife , were members of the Baptist Church." 

GENERATION 3 

Perrin: "In politics, Mr. [Alfred] Malone is neutral; he has not voted since he helped 
elect Abraham Lincoln." 

Maple: "I [Dr. Alfred Malone] have wanted to meet you [William Henry Harrison], as I 
am firmly convinced that you will be the nominee for the Presidency by the 
Republican National Convention soon to be held and that you will be elected next 
November. I am an old man and do not expect to live to cast a vote in another 
Presidential election after this year, but it will be a source of great satisfaction during 
the remainder of my life to know that I have met the next President of the United 
States and to have cast my last vote for him." 

Haynes: [Regarding East Union Church, which would become affiliated with The 
Disciples of Christ:] "There was a reorganization in 1858 by Dr. Alfred C. Malone 
with eleven members, mostly from the Palestine Church." NOTE: The Palestine 
Church was "a church of Christ." 

Stormont: "The subject's parents [James and Lucinda (Key) Malone] were faithful 
members of the Baptist church. His father was a democrat." 

Inter-State Publishing Company: Mr. [Absalom M.] Malone and wife are members of 
the Regular Baptist Church. Mr. Malone votes the Democratic ticket." 

GENERATION 4 

Stormont: "Mr. [Hugh] Malone is a member of the Grand Army of the Republic, while 
his religious affiliation is with the General Baptist Church. 

Indiana State Medical Society: "He [Dr. John Allison Malone] was a member of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church." 

Haynes: "About 1854 Marshall Stivers [husband of Lydia Ann Malone] became an elder 
[of Mt. Zion Church], and in this office served the church for fifty years with great 
good to the people." 
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Chapman Brothers: "Politically, he [Dr. Louis Agassiz Malone] is strongly 

Republican, socially belongs to the I.O. O.F., and in religious matters is a member of 
the Christian Church." 

Binford: " Mrs. TRose Donnelll Malone is a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and Mr. r Alva CI Malone of the Christian Church at Carlisle, and they 
usually do their share toward the praiseworthy enterprises of the town. He is a 
member of the Masonic fraternity of the Master Mason's degree, and a Republican in 
politics.

Haynes: "It [Mt. Zion Church] has given to the ministry Geo. P. Smith, F. M. Shick, R 
T. Stivers Tsic: Reverend Benjamin Franklin Stiversl , J. R. Sutherland and four or five 
others. 
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
